BILL TO REDUCE INTERNAL REVENUE TAX-

Mr. Kelley. of Pennsylvania, Chairman of the 
Committee on Ways and eXplained 
brietiy the provisions of the bill, financial 
condition of the Government today presented a 
spectacie such as had never before Leen seen in 

worid's history. The bill im question pro- 
posed to make a reduction in the revenue of less 
than $17,000,000, to take effect I and 
leas than $6,000,000, to take effet the lat o May, 
1885. Last year the Government had a surplus of 
8100.00. It had then collected 80 000.000 
from all sources. This year it would collect over 
$400,000,000, and its expenditures had been great- 
ly reduced. He then compared the financial 
condition of the Government for the first nine 
months of the present year with its condition 
for a similiar period last year to show there had 
been an increase in receipts from each of three 
sources—revenue customs, internal taxes, 
and miscellaneous.

PROBABLE DOWNFALL OF THE NEW YORK

The principal amendments 
agreed upon today related to the reserve fund 
for the redemption of greenbacks, and to the 
use of silver and gold certiticates as bank re- 
serves and as a medium for the settlement of 
clearing-bouse balances. The amoudments 
adopted place greater safeguards about the re- 
demption-reserve fund, and extend the 
uses of silver, or, a8 several of 
the Senators were fond of putting it, 


and that no Secretary of the Treasury shall 
hereafter have any discretion to reducethe re- 
serve fund below that sum. The debate upon

occupied the greater portion of the afternoon. 
It brought out very clearly the fact that the 
New York Clearing-House Association dis- 
criminates against silver, and the cha was 
made that this was done particulariy ia the in- 
tereste of a single gold standard. Amendments 
intended to rebuke this association were pre- 
sented in various forms, but the difficulty al- 
ways arose that the Clearing-House Association 
is A private organization, which is in no sense a 
servant of the Government, and over which 
Congress bas no jurisdiction.

It was maintained, how- 
ever, that the National banks in most cities, 
particularly in New York, constituted the ma- 
jority in number and wealth of this association, 
and that it was quite competent for Congress to

THE JUDGE HELIEVES THE GOVERNMENT IS 
NOT SUCCEEDING. 

Wasninotor, D. C., June 2)1.—ln the star- 
route trials this morning Mr. Totten inquired 
whether the Court would rule out all evidence 
concerning acts committed prior to May, 1879. 

Judge Wylie answered positively in the nega- 
tive, adding that the prosecuuon had a right to 
go back of the statute of limitations and prove 
circumstances contributing and leading up to 
any conspiracy which existed within the past 
three years. 

A mail-carrier testified to a number of trips 
made by himself, etc., and another carrier was 
about to testify, when the Court inquired of Mr. 
Bliss the object of this kind of testimony. 

Mr. Bliss replied what he was trying to prove 
that coutractors had 

BWORN TO FALSE AFFIDAVITS; 
that the order for expedition bad not been exe- 
cuted, aud that Brady knew ic. 

The Court said it was necessary to havea 
proper regard for the scheme of the prosecution 
where the introduction of evidence was con- 
cerned. Even ope overt act, well established, 
was sufficient for the prosecution, There was 
no requirement that the indictment, after charg- 
ing evil purposes, should set out every overt act. 
“Now, aa to the conspiracy question,” said 
Judge Wylie, “in my opinion, the conspiracy 
bus not been as yet proved. We are, perhaps, 
getting toward that end, but with what success 
the Government will make out their case lam 
unable at present to say. Certain frauds have 

u proved against certain contractors, but not 
— evidence of connection has been pro- 
sented.” 

As tending to prove these frauds, the evidence 
was good, in the opinion of the Court, and the 
witness was directed to proceed,

Healy says he 
will proceed with the Corwin to San Francisco, 
where be will repair the damage, and will then 
return to her cruising ground iu northern 
waters.

A FATAL MISTAKE. 


Morphine Administered to a Patient 
by a Physician in Place of Quinine— 
Death of the Former.

WAUKESHA, Wis., June 21.—This town was the 
scene of intense excitement, ezpecially among 
the older residents of the city, today, as a re- 
port became current that Dr. Hugo Philler, one 
of the best-known pbysicians, had administered

mistake, and that Mrs. Hill bad died from the 

effects of the drug. Investigation at once 
proved the report to be only too true. The facts, 
as learned by a reporter, were a8 follows: Mrs. 

Hill resides seven miles southeast of town, and 

was aged 63 years. For some time past she 

has suffered with dropsy and her life has been 
despaired of. Dr. Philler was her physician and 
understood her case so thoroughly that it was 
not necessary for him to make daily visits, and 
members of her fumily would come to towa and 
procure medicines. Yesterday afternoon, her 
daughter came afterthe medicine. Dr. Philler 
bad just returned from a tiresome trip to the 
country, and was about exhausted, having been 
up ali night. He took out his medicine- 
case with the intention of sending her 
quinine, and put up what be thought 
was twelve grains of that drug. The 
iri took the medicine and started home, arriv- 
ng late in the afternoon. Mrs. Hill took the 
dose, and at once fell into a deep sleep. ber 
family all unconscious of the terrible mistake 
which had been made. In the meantime Dr. 

Phiiler, soon after the girl's departure, was 

called to prescribe fora patient, and, on open- 

ing bis medicine-case to get some morphine, 
saw to bis horror that he had given a large por- 
tion of what was in his morphine-bottle 
to Mrs. Hills daugbter to take to 
ber mother. Dr. Poiller of course 
realized the situation and hurriediy ordered 
his team, procured a stomach pump and anti- 
dotes, and drove as fast as be could to the Hil 
residence. The time of his arrival was about 
fifty minutes after the morphine bad been ad- 
ministered. He at once used the stomach pump, 
applied bis best art, but all to no purpose. Mrs. 

Hill was beyond help, and died soon after. Dr.

Resolved, That the State Executive Committee, 
when organized, be requested to issue a cali tor 
anew convention under vew rules to complete 
the State ticket, with full power to take such 
action on the ticket already nominated as shall 
be for the best interests of the Republican party 
uf the State. 

He believed that unless something was done 
toward patching up the grievances of the Inde- 

ndeats the Democrats would carry the State 

th on the legislative as well as the State 
ticket. He said the charge that the nomina- 
tions of this convention were dictated by one 
man would have tobe met. He denied it. also, 
but yet the Independents made the charge, and 
it was believed in many placs.

the purt of this convention to endeavor to heal 

breaches in the party. 

Mr. Huey, of Philadelphia, spoke in a similar 
strain. 

Carahan, of Allegheny, opposed the attempt 
to placate the ludependents. 

Congressinan Fisher favored completing the 
present ticket, which, be believed, would sweep 
the State. 

After further interchange of views Gen. Mc- 
Cleary offered the followmg as a substitute for 
the resolution: 

Resolved, That this convention proceed to com- 
plete its ticket by the nomination of Coogress- 
inan-at- Large, and that we recommend the Re- 
publican State Committee to adopt ali honorable 
means to harmonize the Republican party, so as 
to secure success in November. 

ANOTHER DISCUSSION 

followed. Judge Jessup offered a substitute for 

his previous amendment, requesting the State 

Committee to take immediate action toward 

harmonizing the troubles in the party, and that, 

if necessary, the committee be empowered 
to cali a new convention to place a new ticket 
in the field. The substitute was finally with- 
drawn by Judge Jessup, on an expression of 
opinion by the Chair and many delegates that 
the new amendment requesting the State Com- 
mittee to adopt all honorable means, etc., Cov- 
ered the same greund. The latter amendment 
was then carried with only a few dissenting 
votes, and the resolution empowering the State 

Committee to fill any vacancy occurring upon 

the ticket was adopted. 

The delegates then adjourned to meet imme- 
diately in the opera- house. 

THE CON VENTION 

was called to order and Col. David Taggart elected 

President. Taggart said he thought the conven- 

tion had every right to finish its now uncom- 

pleted work. It had been said it was Cameron's 
convention, but in him (Tagyart) the convention 
had chosen a President that was not only for 

Gen. Beaver for Governor, but for James G. 

Blaine for President. [Applause.] The speaker 

was wot tor Boss Woite, or Boss 

Mitchell, or Boss Cameron, or any 

other boss, and thought the people could dis- 

pense with the whole lot of them, at least until 
after election. Gen. Beaver would have been 
nominated even if all the bosses had been 

against him. Charles Wolfe did not receive a 

vote, although a big boss had electioneered for 

him, and Thomas M. Marshall bad received a 

two-thirds vote, although Cameron and Quay 

bad not asked a single vote for him. Taggart 

contended that it was an absurdity to say that a 

single man couid own a convention composed of 

200 picked men from the Republican party. If 

there was a possibie and bonvrabie pian of bar- 

monizing Whatever differences existed in the 
pu. suid Col. Taggart in conciusion, it would 

e the obvious duty of the convention to adopt 
such a plan, for the success of the Republican 
party was of more importance than a thousand 
bosses, “with a whole pack of wolves and 

Charles I. at the bead or tail of them.“ 

Upon the conclusion of the roll-call it was an- 
nounced that 227 out of 251 delegates were pres- 
ent. 

Mr. Brosius offered a resolution approved in 
caucus directing the nomination of a candidate 
for Congressman-at-Large, and referring to the 
State Committee the question of adopting 
methods of harmonizing the party. It was 
adopted without dissent, 


NOMINATIONS 
for Congressman-at-Large were then made as 
follows: Gen. William Lilly, of Carbon: Mar- 
riott Brosius, Lancaster; Gen. Lemuel Todd, 
Cumberland: Howard T. Jacobs, Berks; Galusha 
A. Grow, Susquehanna. 

William 8. Bunn, of Philadeiphia, wanted to 
know if Dr. Bressier, of Philadeiphia, had been 
nominated. Bressler belongs in York County, 
and bad been distributing bandbills among the 
delegates ask for the nomination as a vindi- 
cation because he was not nominated at the last 
convention. 

A Philadelphia delegate nominated Bunn, and 
Bunn, amid laughter, withdrew his name. 

From Galusha A. Grow a letter was read stat- 
ing that be wae not a candidate for any public 
office, and had retired from politics. 

Brosius declined, saying that the very best 
man obtainable should be named for the place, 
and he felt he was not the man for the position. 

A delegate desired to ask Brosius whether he 
would accept the nomination if tendered. 

Brosius did not reply, but a Lancaster dele- 
gate, speaking for him, promised if nominated 
that he would not only accept but add strength 
to the ticket. 

The nominativos then closed, and the first 
ballot resulted as follows: Lilly, 25; Brosius, 
161: Todd, 17; Jacobs, 20. 

The nomination of Brosius was made unani- 
mous. * 1 

BROSICS 
made a short address. He said the distinguished 
Frenchmen nominated to a high office remarked 
that he felt it was a premonition of an early death, 
and that the Frenchman bad died within a week.

CaTRO, III., June 21.—The question as to wbo 
shall be the next Congressman from the Twen- 
tieth District will probably be settled here to- 
morrow. As the readers of THe TRIBUNE dave 
already been informed, Congressman Thomas 
bas 68 votes towards a renomination in 
the Congressional Convention which meets here 
July 13. With 17 more his nomination 
would be assured, and right there is the rub. In 
order to make himself solid it was necessary for 
bim to curry Alexander County, with 
its 16 votes, The primaries bere and 
in Pulaski were held last Saturday. 
The latter county bad its County Convention 
yesterday, appointed its delegates to the Con- 
gressional Convention, and iustructed them to 
vote for George M. Young, of Williamson, first, 
and for Thomas as their second choice. Alex- 
ander holds its County Convention tomorrow, 
but under circumstances very different from 
those which led to the very one-sided condi tion 
of things in Pulaski. The First, Second, and 
Third Waras of Cairo will send up contesting 
delegates. Judge Dameron, ot Johnson, is con- 
ceded the Fourth and Thomas the Fifth. The 
country towns, with the exception of one pre- 
cinct, also went for the present incumbent. 
THE THOMAS MEN CLAIM 
that the Dameron men were away olf in their 
arithmetic as to the First and Second Wards, 
and that those two wards were really carried 
by Thomas, whose forces were not only numeri- 
cally larger, but did the most *hoilering.” This 
ine Dameron men stoutly deny. For all that the 
Thomas forces will send contesting delegates 
from these two wards, prepared to demand 
seats in the convention. As for the Third 
Ward, the Thomas people claim that the pri- 
mary broke wp in the midst of a heavy 
rain-storm witheat doing anything whatever.

The Dameron men had already begun to allude 
to the Thomas men as prospective bolters, and 
were quietly counting on their eredentiais to 
the Congressional Convention which they ex- 
pected to stow away in their pockets. The in- 
dications tonight are that the boot will 
be on the other leg, and that if 
anybody appears before the Congres- 
sional Convention in the position 
of a contestant it will be the Cairo backers of 
Capt. Thomas.

The Fourth d Fifth 
Wards, carried ty Dameron and Thomas re- 
spectively, have eight de tes apiece, and will 
of course balance each other. As far as the 
Cairo delevates go, therefore, in the preliminary 
organization, the thing is a stand-off. It will be 
remembered, however, that the Thomas men 
earried the county. The country delegates 
therefore, will settie the matter of a temporary 
Chairman, ana decide who are entitled 
to seats in the convention.

In order te nominate him, bowever, Capt. 
Thomas must get ove more vote than Alexander 
can give him. Toa Congressman who has al- 
ready served two terms this ought not to be a very 
difficult job. The indications tonight are that 
one vote aod just eleven others will come from 
Pulaski County after Dan Hogan has allowed 
his delegation to compliment George W. Young 
on the first baliot. Shrewd observers bave no- 
ticed for some time the very amicabie relations 
between Dan Hogan and Congressman Thomas, 
and the fact that Pulaski tostructed ‘for the lat- 
ter as second choice only seems to contirm them. 
Pulaski’s or Hogan's reason for complimenting 
Young is also susceptible of explanation. Hogan 
is a candidate for State Senator from the 
Fifty-first Senatorial Disfrict, composed of 
Franklin, Williamson, Johnson, and Pulaski 
Counties. The Senatorial Convention will 
meet at Marion, Wiliamson County, Friday. 
Young, in ecchange for Puiaski's support in the 
Congressional fight, is relied upon tothrow Will- 
lamson for Dan, and will in all probability 
cat ry out the trade, and Hogan wil be nom- 
inated for Senator, and Milo Irwin. of William- 
son, for one of the Representatives, on the 
round that it has been beiping te clect Repub- 
icans to office for several years and has 
never had anything itself. Then, again, 
Johnson County had a Senator and ep- 
resentative four years ago, and Pulaski 
insists that turn about and take all it can get is 
only fair play.

Young will carry out his trade on the d of 
June, and Hogan will carry out his on the loth 
of July up to about the time of the second bul- 
lot, when Pulaski will be found voting for Thom- 
as, its allewed second choice. Such are practical 
politics in Southern Illinois. The Dameron men 
declare that they will come out ahead tomorrow, 
but the thing seemsto have been setup the 
other way, and some tall work will be necessary 
to overturn it. Should the Thomas men fail to- 
morrow, the present Congressman, with the 69 
votes be now has and those of Pulaski, would be 
able to seat a contesting deiggation from Alex- 
ander in the Congressional Convention and still 
come out on top. The Thomas 
bere have dispatches stronely denying 
the reported detections in Randolph 
and other counties, and insisting the 
boys will stick. Should there be a break in

Mr. Barstow, being waited upon by the 
committee, appeared, and addressed the con- 
vention. He thanked the delegates for the 
honor conferred, and promised to perform bis 
duties with a single eye to the public good, re- 

ardiess of parties, persons, or creeds. For 
State Treasurer, William 8. Dubois, of West 
Randoiph, was nominated by acclamation. 
Kesolutions were passed depioring the 
death of Gartield, expressing confidence 
in President Arthur's remain true to 
the fundamental principles of the Republican 
Government, deprecating the practice of elect- 
ing members of the Legisiature for one term, 
since it seriously impairs the efficiency of the 
Legislature, declaring that the true vaiue of all 
property should be the basis of taxation, and 
piedging supvort to the ticket nominated.

"The streets and houses 
coves agen — une of march are filled with 
people anxious to witness the grand parade 
The Presidential party, Gen, Sherman, and 
Speaker Keifer have arrived, and were escorted 
to the Mayor’s reception-room in the City-Hall, 
where they were welcomed by the Governor, 
Muyor, and many prominent citizens. 

The President and party, who had been joined 
by Gen. Sherman, heid a quiet levee at the City- 
Hali. The line of parade commenced forming 
about half-past 9. The military division of the 
column, under command of Gen. James KR. 
Herbert, formed on Broadway, the right resting 
on — avenue. The second division, under 
command of Gen.George Merrill, Commander- 
in-Chiet of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
formed on Lombard street west, the right rest- 
ing on Broadway, and the third division, con- 
sisting of the other departments, formed on 
Lombard street east. the right resting on Broad- 
way. The eatire column wus under command 
of Gen. Romeyn B. Ayers, U. S. A. The line of 
march was from Broadway along Baltimore 
street to Eutaw, to Franklin, to Howard, to Mon- 
ument, to Charlies, to fayette, to Calvert, 
to Lexington, to Holliday, in front of 
the City-Hall, where the column was 
reviewed by President Arthur, Secretary Lin- 
coln, and Gen. Sherman. After passing the City 
Hall the columa proceeded dowa Holliday street 
to Exchange place, a few blocks distant. where 
it was dismissed. The line occupied a little over 
an hour passing the point of review. The dis- 
tance of the march Was about three and a halt 
— and there were probably 7,000 men in

He was followed by 
James Hodges and others. The entertainment 
was continued to a late bour.

A Horrible Tripie Tragedy at Ham- 
ton.

HAMILTON, Ont., June 21.—This afternoon the 
residents of the southwestern portion of this 
city were thrown into a state of the wildest ex- 
citement by the occurrence of a tragedy the 
like uf which seldom if ever bappened here, and 
whereby George Raiston, a respected caretaker 
of the Central School, and his housekeeper, Mrs. 
Forbes, were hurried into the presence of their 
—.— without a moment's preparation. About 
O weeks ago a man named Alexander Forbes 
came from Erie, Pa., and did his utmost to 
persuade bis wife (who was engaged as house- 
keeper for Mr. George Ralston, of the Central 
School) to give up der situation and 
take up with him again. He had paid 
several visits to the woman and 
used all the powers of persuasion of which 
he was capable for the accomplishment of this 
purpose, Mrs. Forbes had borne with his aissi- 
pated ways and abuse too long in ber American 
home to accede to his request, and repeatedly 
told ber husband that she would never have 
anything more to do with him. It may be stated 
that it is six years since she and ber three cbil- 
dren left aim and came to Hamilton. About 
two weeks ago he sought an interview with her 
at Ralston’s house (having just arrived from 
Erie) and begged her to live with him 
again, promising to make amends for the 
past. She conside the risk too great 
and refused him. He returned to the bouse this 
morning and urged her to revoke her decision, 
but she was immovable, teiling him that it were 
better for them both that it should not be. Ke- 
turning at 2 o'clock, he again urwed ber to leave 
her place and live with him. The same answer 
was given, and Forbes, who appeured greatly 
excited, placed something in the hand of nis 
littie son Ernest, which, he said, would serve 
aim to remember them by, and dai, 
seven-shooter fired two shots t 
wife. She, as soon as de pulled 
weapon, ran behind Mr. Ralston, 
was standing near by, and Mr. Ralston received 
one of the bullets in his head, The woman 
sank dowa on the sidepath and died almost im- 
mediately, and Ralston could not have lived 
more than five seconds, so precise was the 
scoundrel's aim. The murderer then placed the 
weapon to bis own breast and fired, and dropped 
dead under a tree a few feet from his victims. 
The sight of the three bodies lying lifeless in the 
ard connected with Ralston’s house (and on the 
entral School premises) was one that will not 
be forgotton. e excitement occasioned by 
the horible tragedy was intense as the news 
spreac from mouth to mouth and was 
passed through the telephone to the central of- 
fice, and from there distributed throughout the 
city. Crowds migut be seen rushing to the 
scene, and all kinds of questions were asked by 
the spectators of those who bad taken charge of 
the bodies. The children in school ere greatly 
terrified, and it was with the utmost dilficuity 
that the teachers could pacify them. Forbes 
was 3 or 40 years of age, and, although of dissi- 
ated appearance, cannot be said to possess the 
ace of a murderer. With Mrs. Forbes at Rals- 
tons house there were three of her children, 
Katie, aged 19, Willie 15, and Ernest 12. They 
are remarkabiy fine children. Mr. Raiston's 
sudden taking off leaves three children totally 
unprovided for, and the sympathy of citizens 
bas been aroused in their behalf. Forbes had 
$120 in his pockets when his body was searched.

TORONTO, Out., June 21.—A number of returns 
from constituencies have been received today, 
which indicate that the Conservative majority 
in the next Parliament will not exceed fifty-two, 
and will possibly be less, and this by allowing 
British Columbia wholly in favor of the Gov- 
ernment. Inthe last Parliament the Conserva- 
tive majority was eighty-elght, so that it will be 
seen the elections of yesterday have re- 
sulted in a Reform gain of at least thirty-six 
votes in the House. The returns received today 
from Prince Edward Island certify to the cor- 
rectness of Liberai anticipations respecting the 
province. The island returns four Liberals and 
two Conservatives, a Liberal gain of three. The 
local Government of Nova Scotia, which is 
Conservative, appealed to the people along with 
the Dominion Government, and from latest re- 
ports they appear to bave suffered defeat. The 
result, however, is not yet certain. 


A Conffagration at Trenton, Ont.—Loss 
Over $100,000,

TRENTON, Out., June 21.—This afternoon fire 
was discovered in a pile of lumber in Gilmaur & 
Co.’s mill yard. An alarm was given, but before 
the fire brigade got to the yard or the company’s 
own appliances could be got to play on it the 
fire, fanned by a high wind, spread with fearful 
rapidity until the whole of the lumber in the 
northeast part of the yard was in one biazing 
— Fortunately the wind was blowing it 
away from the mills or nothing could have 
saved the splendid new mill just com- 
pleted. The fire, arter leaping through 
the yard, fired four houses belonging 
to the company and occupied by their men, also 
a couple of other small houses. The fire brigade, 
with the mili-hands, were enabled to keep the 
flames from working up against the wind to- 
wards the mills and other buildings, the whole 
of which were saved. The fire was got under 
control after destroying about 5,000,000 feet of 
lumber, four large dwellmg- houses, and two 
small ones. The loss will exceed $100,000, cov- 
ered by insurance. The fire is supposed to have 
been caused by some one smoking and leaving 
the pipe in the lumber pile, as a pipe was found 
where the fire started. 


A Minister That Had Better Emigrate 
to the Flowery Empire.

TORONTO, June 21.—At the Methodist Confer- 
ence held here, the Rev. Jobn Crosby, from 
British Columbia, spoke pronouncedly in favor 
of the employment of the Chinese in the work 
of constructing the Pacific Railway, and de- 
nounced in strong terms the policy of those who 
advocated their exclusion from Canada. The 
great national highway, he pointed out, should 
be constructed with all possible speed. The 
peopie of British Columbia were vitally inter- 
ested in it, and any needless delay on the part of 
the Dominion Government would be rigorously 
resented by them. In the absence of sufficient 
white labor there was nothing for it but to se- 
cure that of some othér race in order to have 
the work of construction pushed rapidly for- 
ward. The Chinese were precisely the class 
of people for this undertaking, being steady and 
industrious, and reasonable in their demand for 
wages. He felt no apprehension that their en- 
gagement would yield evil results. They would 
not remain in the country to be in competition 
with native labor, but after saving up money 
would return to their own country.

The East St. Louls Board of Trade No- 
tiles the Merchants’ Exchange of St. 
Louis that the Latter’s Inspectors Wiil 
Be Prohibited trom Inspecting Grain 
in East St. Louls Elevators, 

Sr. Louis, June 21.—The East St. Louis Board 
of Trade, through its President, John O. Butler, 
and its Secretary, M. Millard, today formally 
served notice on the Merchants Exchange of 
this city that on and after July 1 inspectors ap- 
pointed by that body will inspect all grain re- 
ceived and discharged at East St. Louis. The 
same notice was served on all the elevatars and 
warehouses. This means that the East St. Louis 
board intends, and in factits officers plumply 
assert that they intend, to do all the grain- 
inspecting that is done in East St. Louis through 
their own inspectors, and that they intend to 
prevent the inspectors of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change from plying their avocation on the east 
side of the river, even though they bold written 
requests to inspect from owners of grain. A 
coosultation was held this afternoon between 
the officers of the East St. Louis board and ele- 
vator men and grain-dsaiers, but nothing definit 
was decided upon. The East St. Louis men reit- 
erated their purpose to inspect grain, and 
showed no disposition to recede from their posi- 
tion or to — — ond It looks now as though 
the upshot of the fight will be the establishment 
of a State Inspector at East St. Louis and the in- 
troduction of a doubie standard, which will 
cause great trouble.

A Machine Which It Is Claimed Can 
Furaish Electricity in Different Quan- 
tities and Intensity. 

New York World, 

The Levett-Müller Electric Light Company 
has recently put on exhibition at No. 137 Elm 
street a dynamo-eiectric machine which, it is 
claimed, can do several sorts of work, each re- 
quiring u different quantity and a different in- 
tensity of electrical force. In other words, that 
it can at the same time furnish the power witu 
which to run arc lights, incandescent lights, an 
efectrotyping, an electro-plating, and an ore- 
separating machine. The principle of the iu- 
vention was shown ina smaller machine, which 
illuminated two ure lights of 2,000 candic-power 
each and a number of incandescent lights of 
much less intensity. Several times the intensity 
used in the incandescent lights is required for 
the arc lights. The electricity is generated in 
this as in other dynamo machines—a number 
ot armatures revoive rapidly within a number 
of magnets, but in this invention the armatures 
are arranged in series of six each. The arina- 
tures of each separate series are wound with a 
coil of wire of a length ad thickness peculiar 
to that series; and, as the intensity and quantity 
of the electricity evolved depend upon the 
length and thickuess of the wire, it will be seen 
that each series evolves its own peculiar elec- 
trical force. Each series is connected with a 
commutator, from which the current is sent out 
over the distributing wires. There are, of 
course, aS many commutators as there are series 
in the machine, and as far as principle ts in- 
vulved there is no limit to the pumber of series. 
If it is desired to convert the force of 
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cylinder — is charged w electricity 
acts as a magnet, attracting the iron.

FAMINE, 


The Want in Patrick County, Virginia. 
Currespondence Baltimore. Day. 

DANVILLE, Va., June 15.—The average reader 
not familiar with the history and topography 
of the suffering County of Patrick might weil 
ask, Why 1s it that there happens to be so much 
destitution in our county while its neigbbors 
are rolling in wealth and plenty; and why does 
this wail come from Patrick so suddenly and 
all at once? In the first place, Patrick's neigh- 
bors are not roliing in plenty. They, too, have 
suffered from last year’s drouth, but not so 
seriously, and then they are favored with 
better transportation facilities and were able 
to bring from a distance supplies neces- 
sary to make up the deficit in last year’s 
crops. Patrick County has 13,300 inhabit- 
ants, composed of strictly agricultural 
people. They always make their owa bread, 
cure their own wheat, spin, weave, and make 
their own clothes in the olden style, and bave 
ever been a free, independent, and heroic peo- 
ple, hedged in from the outside world by the 
rugged peaks of the Blue Ridge Mountains. 
There is no railroad nearer to Patrick than 
Burned Chimneys, in Heury County, forty-five 
miles distant,to which point the Danville & 
New River Narrow-Gage has recently been 
completed. These people have ever lived in 
their mountain county aimost to themselves, be- 
ing entirely independent af the balance of the 
world, and baving the least possible intercourse 
with ity So notorious is this fact that the county 
has from. time immemorial enjoyed the sobriquet 
of “The Free State of trick.“ There 
are no strictly wealthy peopie in Patrick, 
and heretofore but few really poor were 
known there. All were well-to-do, in- 
dependent farmers, making ample for bome 
consumption, and caring for no more. The 
crops of Patrick are grain and fruit. Some to- 
bacco is cultivated in certain portions of the 
county. In 1879 the largest grain crop ever 
kouwn was raised in the county, and everybody 
had wheat and corn to sell, but there were no 
buyers. Being destitute of railroad facilities, 
and the cost of transportation by wagon across 
the mountains being more than the surplus 

rain would bring when taken to market, 
the people carried over to the next year enor- 
mous quantities of corn, wheat, etc. The year 
1880 found them with nearly enough old grain to 
carry them through the twelve months. They 
had no way to get it to market, and hence there 
was no inducement to the farmer to pitch a crop, 
Can it be wondered that the people of The 
Free State of Patrick” made the year 1880 a kind 
of holiday and gave their usual avocations but 
littie attention? 

It is suid during that year these people, in a 
great number of instances, attempted no crop 
at ail,and yet there was pienty in land. 
Then came 1881 with its great drouth. The 
“usual large crops were pitched that year, but 
the yield did not pay back the used in 

janting. Why it was that the strip of fertile 
and along the mountains which makes up Pat- 
rick County should have been dryer 
than any other part of Virginia cannot be ex- 
plained, but such is the truth. itis 4 fact, 
and one that will never be forgotten by the now 
wretcbed and famishing people, that from the 
19th day of April, 1881, to the Jd day of Ovtober 
of the same year, there did not fall in the coun- 
ty enough rain to wet a linen duster. Nothing 
like it was ever known in that region before. 
Streams, springs, and wells dried UP, and people 
had to depend upon the larger créeks and rivers 
for drinking water, and it became the custom 
for neigbborhvods to club in, Zuther up all the 
barrels, casks, etc., to be found, put their teams 
together, and haul water from the riversfo a 
common rendezvous, where the participants in 
the enterprise would repair for water. 
trips to the river were made once & week, and 
ofteoer if necessary. Some neighborhoods bad 
to buul water ifteen and twenty miles. Some

ELECTRIC-LIGHT POLES, 


Newport Cottagers Cutting Them Down 
in Front of Their Residences, 
New York Sun. 

Newport, R. I., June 17.—War has beenSde- 
clared between the summer residents and the 
permanent citizens, and nine out of every ten 
of the people now in this city are stirred to ax- 
citement. The trouble arises out of the pro- 
posed introduction of the electric light into 
Newport and the disfigurement of Bellevue av- 
enue, the parade ground of summer cottagers, 
by poles on which it is proposed to run the 
wires. 

The facts briefly are these: On the third 
Wednesday in April, at the annual municipal 
voting, it was decided, by over 200 majority, to 
illuminate the various parks and squares and 
Bellevue avenue with the electric light. The 
City Council made a contract with the Weston 
Are Electric Light Company, of Boston, but the 
writings distinctly said that the city had no 
authority to permit the erection of poles, al- 
though it was well known that the company does 
not possess the secret for the running of their 
wires underground. Notwithstanding this, the 
city insisted upon the company giving bonds to 
the full amount of the contract that the light 
shall be ready by July 4, when it is proposed to 
have a great celebration. Meanwhile the com- 
pany began their work, and the first cottage- 
owuer to object to the erection of poles in front of 
bis estate was Maj. J. Smitb Bryce, ot New York, 
whose son Lloyd, a member of the Polo Club 
and Queens County, Hunt, married the daughter 
of ex-Mayor Cooper. The company went on 
erecting the poles along the avenue, — 
three of them in front of Mr. Bryce’s place. It 
is held here by eminent counsel that the abut- 
tors on any thorougbfare own te the middie of 
the street, and can remove any and every ob- 
struction, be it gas-lamps, electric-light poles, 
telegraph-poles, fire-alarm pol or water- 
hydrants. Having been thus vised, Maj. 
Bryce notified the compauy to remove the poles. 
The company’s representative waited upon 
Maj. Bryce and asked bim if be would consent 
to the poles remaining until he could see wheth- 
er he liked the light, and if he did not they 
promised that it and the poles should be re- 
moved. Maj. Bryce declined to auswer, and re- 
ferred the company to his counsel. 

Nothing more was heard of the affair until the 
community was startled early this morning by 
the news that between 3 and 4 o'clock a gang of 
men, acting under Maj. Bryce’s order, had cut 
down the poles. 

But, although it is claimed that Maj. Bryce 
took the initiative steps in opposing the light 
and poies, he has gained some adherents, for 
some five-and-twenty cottage-owners on or 
near the avenue seat a protest to the Council $a 
Thursday. Mr. James R. Keene and Mr. George 
M. Tooker notified the company’s agent yester- 
day that the poles must come down within for- 
8 hours or they would remove them.

FLEETS OF ICEBERGS. 


The Abyssinia Passes Through More 
than a Hundred Miles of lee- Tuo 
Fleets of Bergs. 

New York Herald, June . 

The steamship Abyssinia, which arrived yes- 
terday from Liverpool, was delayed four days 
longer than ber average time for crossing on ac- 
count of having encountered immense ice floes. 
The steamer left Liverpool on the morning of 
the 3d inst., and had been out about a week 
when the ice first made its appearance. It was 
in latitude 42 deg. 40 min., longitude 49 deg. 50 
win., about 1 o’clock in the morning of Sunday 
last when the Captain was cailed ondeck. The 
morning was so dark and such a heavy fog pre- 
vailea that one could scarcely see a hundred 
yards before him. Having been informed that 
ice was likely to be found in chat re- 
gion Capt. Bently exercised the greates 
caution, and when the first iceberg loomed up 
in the darkness he guve orders at once to di- 
minish the speed of the vessel. No sooner was 
the first iceberg espied than others put in an 
appearance, until presently the ocean seemed to 
swarm with them. Some of them are described 
as being over 200 feet in hight, sugar-loaf in 
shape, and tapering up toa point. Several, it is 
deciared, were over 200 feet at the base, while 
ail around them were floating particles of ice 
that gave them the appearance of small islands. 
As the steamer progressed the icebergs grew 
more numerous, until finally.the Captain could 
do no more than drift and proceed with tne 
greatest caution. At times the Abyssinia passed 
within 400 yards of the largest ice-floes, and 
caused many of the passengers to tremble. A 
southeast wind was blowing and the weather 
was warm and pleasant, 2 
most enjoyable but for e 
that seemed to follow them 
until this city was reached. From the discovery 
of the tirst iceberg until the vessel was cutirely 
clear of ice, Capt. Bently says that fully WwW 
miles were traveled. Had the weather 
clear and no fog there would be no difficulties 
encountered, At times the fog was so dense 
that the iookout man could not be seen by those 
on the deck of the vessel, and tae Captain ordered 
that the temperature of the water be taken 
every few minutes to discover the proximity of 
the ice. On Monday the temperature of the sea 
feilto forty de „ when the engines were 
stopped for six hours, after wbich the steamer 
proceeded very slowly for the next three days. 
On Tuesday tha vessel sailed through a whole 
tleet of icebergs, varying in size from fifty to 100 
feet in length. The Captain said that in his seven- 
teen years’ experience in those waters be never 
saw so much ice. The ice encountered, he 
states, comes from the coast of Labrador, is 
carried by the currents yy Davis’ Strait 
into the Gulf Stream, where it Unally d ves 
in the warmer atmospbere.

Mr. Tuompson, of Kentucky, albeit a 
young member of the House, made a very 
vigorous speech yesterday against the bill 
for the reduction of internal-revenue taxa- 
tion introduced by Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylva- 
nia.

Mr. Thompson can’t exactly see how the 
poor man is going to be benefited.by a sys- 
tem of revenue-reduction which removes the 
tax on bank checks and bank deposits and 
capital, and at the same time proposes to 
double the tax on the poor man’s stockings. 

THE ELECTORAL-COUNT BILL. 

The two Democratic Congresses which 
preceded the present Congress were very 
generally and justly criticised for failing to 
pass a measure regulating the count of the 
Electoral vote for President; and now it be- 
gins to look as if the present Republican 
Congress entertains the same indiiference or 
labors under the same incapacity as to this 
important subject. Certainly no more sig- 
nificant warning of the necessity for a law 
regulating the count of the Presidential vote 
is heeded than that which the Hayes-Tilden 
controversy furnished the country. Fortu- 
nately Gen. Garfield’s majority was so de- 
elded that there was no opportunity for con- 
test, but the very next Presidential election 
may develop conditions which will enable 
the defeated party to dispute the count and 
again throw the country into a convulsion 
of alarm owing to the undetermined practice 
of counting, which practically permits the 
majority in Congress for the time being to 
do as it pleases, or, in case the Senate be con- 
trolled by one party and the House by the 
other, almost necessarily involves an irre- 
pressible conflict. 

The House acted wisely in voting down 
the Updegraff proposition to determine dis- 
putes by appealing to the United States 
courts. The cerfifying of a President's elec- 
tion is not properly the business of the 
courts, and the suggestion of a quo war- 
ranto proceeding to test a-title to the office 
ot Chief Magistrate is so obnoxious to the 
constitutional theory of the count that it al- 


| most warranted the rough characterization 


passed upon it by Mr. Hammond, of Georgia. 
The Constitution provides that Congress shall 
count the Electoral vote; when that count is 
ended all controversy over the result should 
be closed. Unfortunately, the constitutional 
direction does not prescribe the regulations 
for the Congressional count, which was gov- 
erngl formerly by a more rule of Congress, 
but during the last two counts has been left 
to the prevailing temper of the two 
Houses. The most conservative construction 
of the Constitution and the spirit of our 
Government holds that the count of the Elect- 
oral votes should be purely ministerial, and 
that the judicial power of exaimination into 
the condition preceding the returns should 
be excluded as far as possible. To hold to 
the contrary would be to repose in Congress 
the power to nullify the popular will, and set 
up a President of its own making, which 
would be a perilous encroachment of the 
legislative upon the executive branch of 
the Government; and to repose in the Su- 
preme Court authority to reverse the count 
made by Congress would be to bring the ju- 
diciary to the front, while the theory of our 
Government is that each of these three 
branches shall be separate and coördinate 
within the restrictions of the Constitution. 
Neither Congress nor the United States 
courts should have the power to shape the 
result of a Presidential election, and there 
should be a law making the Congressional 
count as nearly as possible an easy sum in 
simple arithmetie. 

The Updegraff bill should not have been 
reported by the House committee, but its 
rejection will not justify a neglect to agree 
upon a law governing the count. Mr. 
Browne, of Indiana, may have been right 
when he declared that the excision of the 
Presidential Electoral system is the only 
thorough precaution that can be taken against 
the perils of disputed counts, but in the 
_meantime it is necessary that this system 
should be protected as far as possible. The 
Senate bill, prepared by Mr. Edmunds, who 
is regarded as the best lawyer in Conggeass, 
and finally accepted by both parties without 
dissent as the fairest and safest measure that 
can be devised, ought to satisfy the House. 
That bill, in brief, is as follows: (1) Each 
State shall deterwine for itself some final 
judicial authority for deciding upon the 
Electors who have been chosen by the peo- 
ple of that State, and thus as far as 
possible preclude the return to Congress of 
more than one set of votes; (2) when there 
shall be two sets of returns, Congress shall 
be governed by the State judicial authority 
aforesaid: and (3) when there is any reason 
to doubt as to the jurisdiction of the State 
tribunal, it shall require the coucurrence of 
the two Houses, having considered the mat- 
ter separately, to decide which of the two 
returns shall be counted. In this manner the 
Congressional function of counting the vote is 
almost entirely ministerial, and the dangers 
of a dispute in Congress are reduced to the 
minimum; and when a contest is inevitable, 
by reason of the neglect of any State to pro- 
tect its own vote, then an agreement of both 
Houses of Con is made as good a 
guarantee of fairness as it is possible to 
foreordain. 

The Edmunds bill, notwithstanding the ex- 
ceptionally strong approval it received from 
both parties in the Senate, seems to have 
been set aside by the House committee to 
indulge ahobby of one or two members, and 
Mr. Updegraff seems to have abandoned the 
whole subject from the moment the judiciary 
feature of his bill was rejected by the House. 
But the Republican majority in the House 
cannot afford to humor pique nor neglect the 
public interests in this matter. The Senate 
hill has been recommitted to the special 
committee of the House having in charge 
the law respecting the election of Presi- 
dent and Vice-President, and it is the duty of 
that committee to report the bill back with- 
out delay and without any attempt tochange 
its spirit or its operation. The House com- 
mittee has tried its hand on · the subject and 
failed. Now let the Senate bill have a fair 
chance: in that case there is little doubt of 
its passage. One thing is certain: the Re- 
publican majority in the House will be 
severely censured by the people if there be

DEMOCRATIC PLATFORMS FOR 1884. 

We have published already the fulmina- 
tions of various factions of the Democratic 
party concerning the next Presidential con- 
test. Various candidates have put them- 
selves forward, or have been put forward, 
all suggesting some particular platform or 
policy upon which the party must unite in 
order to make victory in 1884 certain. Mr. 
Tilden of course is before the public with 
his platform of 1876, and his wrongs in being 
counted out. Gen. Hancock is also before 
the people, and as he is to be retired from the 
army ina year or two he is all the more 
willing now to accept the Presidency. Gov. 
Palmer, it is needless to say, thinks he has a 
stronger claim than Judge Trumbull, while 
Col. Morrison, of this State, is actively in the 
deld. He proposes that the party shall sink 
all minor questions, and unite upon the single 
point of p general reformation and reduction 
of taxation, systematizing our tariff and in- 
ternal-reyenue laws. The latest of the 
aspirants is Mr. David A. Wells, who, in an 
interview in the New Haven Register, thus 
points out to the Democratic party how Con- 
necticut may be made Democratic at once, 
and how the Nation may be made Democratic 
in 1884, It may be said that this isthe David 
A. Wells platform for the Democratic party. 
It reads: 

Tho Democrats can get back to power by com- 
ing out fairly, squarely, and honestly for real, 
substantial reforms, such #8 the people sooner 
or later are going to demand—such, for example, 
as great abutements in National taxation ac- 
companied by an affirmation of the great prin- 
ciple of coustitutionu liberty, that no taxes 
shall be imposed the proceeds of which do not 
entirely pass into the National Treasury for the 
benefit of the whole people; indorsement of 
Pendleton’s Civil-Service Reform bill; the ro- 
moval of che restrictions which now prevent the 
resuscitation of American commerce and ship- 
ping: and in this State in the advocacy of a law 
which shall not arbitrarily seek to prohibit tho 
gale of all intoxicating tiguors, but shall rather 
wisely seek to reguiate and restrain their sale. 
and which will not make license to meaa liberty 
to abuse. On sucha platform as this, with the 
Republicans occupying their present position, 
the Democrats could, in my opinion, regain 
power, both National and State. But if they pro- 
pose, as io days past, to strike hands with the 
advocates of continued high taxation, to indorse 
the rag-money-Gteenback beresy, take no in- 
terest in civil-service reform, they are destined 
to remain a good while ia the minority. A com- 
paratively few Independents will hold the bal- 
ance of power in the next Presidential election. 
The Democrats can secure this Independent vote 
if they will. But they are not likely to do it 
under the leadership of Sam Randall, Dan Voor- 
hees, ex-Senator Eaton (who allowed himself to 
be made a tool of by the Pennsylvania pro- 
tectionists), Silver-Dollar Bland, and others, 
who yet occupy high seats in the councils of the 
party. 

THE CONVICTION FOR MURDER. 

Tuesday a murder trial was ended in this 
city, and so conclusive was the evidence in 
the minds of the jury that it occupied but a 
few minutes in deciding upon the guilt of 
the accused and that the punishment should 
be death. Thedefense was analibi. It was 
a total denial of the homicide, and a claim 
that at the time of the murder the accused 
was at another place, under circumstances 
which excluded the possibility of his having 
committed the killing. The defense was a 
bold one, and of that character which risks 
all on the credence which is given to the 
alibi. 

The homicide was attended with some 
atrocious circumstances. A member of a 
family was sick, requiring the attendance 
and the wakefulness of several other mem- 
bers. In the night a burgiary of the adjoin- 
ing house was attempted, and while one of 
the thieves entered the store another passed 
into an alleyway, or into an open space be- 
tween the burglarized store and the house 
where the inmates were keeping watch. 
These inmates, aroused by the noise, went 
down-stairs, and, standing in the dark, saw 
this man between the two buildings. Four 
of them stood within a few feet of him and 
noted him caréfully, looking through a glass 
doorway. One of them incautiously made a 
movement disclosing his presence, and was 
promptly fired upon by the burglar outside. 
The burglar within the store and this one 
who had fired the pistol immediately left the 
premises. 

Officer Huebner, a veteran officer, and a 
man of courage and experience, was on his 
beat in the neighborhood, and turning a 
street corner suddenly encountered two men 
running rapidly. As they came upon him he 
ordered.them to halt, which order they dis- 
regarded, and he then seized oneof them. A 
struggle followed, which the burglar finished 
by shooting the officer, leaving him so badly 
wounded that he lingered but a short time 
after he was found by another officer. The 
murder was for a time a mystery. It was 
some days, in fact, before the attempted 
buglary became known and before the pos- 
sible connection between the two crimes was 
established. Finally, James Tracy and a 
companion named Rock were arrested. This 
did not take place, however, for some con- 
siderable time after the murder. 

Tracy was promptly identified and in the 
most positive way by at least four adult 
members of the family who had seen him and 
had watched him through a window, and one 
of whom had been fired upon by him. The 
witnesses, however, failed to reeognize in 
Rock, the other person accused, the associ- 
ate of Tracy in the burglary. 

Other circumstances contributed to the 
weight of the evidence. Tracy had been 
long known to the police, he had previously 
been convicted of burglary, and had served 
out his term in the State Prison. While 
waiting indictment on this charge of mur- 
der he met in jail an old criminal associate, 
who since then has been convicted and is 
now in the State Prison. To this :acquaint- 
ance in jail he related the circumstances of 
killing Officer Huebner, at that time his only 
fear of detection being that Rock might 
weaken and give him away. 

The defense sought to establish an alibi 
by proving that on the night the officer was 
killed Tracy was at the house of a family 
where one of the members was sick, and was 
sittmg up keeping watch with the others. 
The person who was sick that night had been 
ill for several days and nights previous, and 
died a few days after. ‘The witnesses swore 
positively that on that particular night 
Tracy was there, remaining until daylight. 
The jury, without impeaching this evidence, 
evidently disregarded the statement that he 
was there on that particular night, especially 
as against the equally positive statement of 
the other witnesses who had seen him under 
the peculiar circumstances immediately 
preceding the murder of the officer. 

Assuming from the prompt verdict of the 
jury that the prisoner’s identity was fairly 
and thoroughly established, it is a matter for 
public congratulation that it is once more 
established that in Chicago it is possible to 
convictin a case of murder, and that it is 
possible once more in a case of murder to 
have the punishment of death imposed. The 
criminal population have made a most mur- 
derous warfare upon the police force of this 
city. They have never hesitated to kill an 
oflicer when to kill was necessary to avoid 
arrest. They seem to have proceeded upon 
the theory that the danger or risk of a con- 
viction for murder was infinitly less than a 
convietion for burglary; and that even in 
the remote possibility of a conviction for 
murder the risk of hanging was not worthy 
of consideration. Since the failure to con- 
vict either of the five persons notoriously 
engaged in the burglarly detected by Officer 
Race, by some one of whom that officer 
was killed, the killing of policemen to avoid 
arrest for any crime seems to have become 
the favorit policy and practice of the crimi- 
nalsof this city. In this case, assuming the 
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conviction to de fully warranted by the evi- 
dence, the pt verdict of the jury and 
the extreme penaity awarded may have the 
effect of disabusing the criminal population 
of the idea that “hanging is played out in 
Chicago,” and that it is safer to commit mur- 
der than to be arrested for stealing. Long 
experience has shown, however, that the 
labor of enforcing the criminal law, which 
ought to end with the conviction and sen- 
tence of the criminal, in fact then really 
begins. Now, and perhaps for a year or 
more, the State’s-Attorney, whose abilities 
in this and other.cases have been worthy of 
all commendation, will have to prosecute 
this case of murder through all the courts, 
back ward and forward, and perhaps, despite 
the facts, with doubtful success. The pequl- 
lar defenses which the criminal code of 
Lilinois authorizes and encourages will now 
be called into requisition, and it is not im- 
probable that a year or two hence, after the 
circumstances of this murder may have 
passed out of mind or been obscured by those 
of later and more atrocious ones, this case of 
Tracy, for the murder of Officer Huebner, 
may be going up and down the State seek- 
ing a final hearing. 


THE POSSIBILITIES OF PO 

The recent little game at poker the 
rural retreat of Newburg, N. Y., not\only 
shows how absurd are the claims made by der- 
tain cities of being the centre of poker, but it 
illustrates the limitless possibilities of this 
noble, though highly uncertain, pastime. It 
proves that the supreme attractions and 
fluctuating charms of this audacious but fas- 
cinating entertainment are not always to be 
found in great sporting centres, abounding 
in poker traditions and legends full of pathos 
and humor, and where every crook and turn 
of the tortuous bluff are known, but that 
sylvan retreats, amid umbrageous trees and 
purling brooks, so fall of innocence that no 
game bolder than casino or wiekeder than 
eribbage has ever been supposed to .disturb 
its solitude, may develop hights of poker 
the most blasé devotees in cities never scaled. 
Schenck himself might sit at the feet of 
the Newburg gamesters and learn a point or 
two, while the most daring flights ever es- 
sayed on the Mississippi River, out of whose 
muddy waters poker was first evolved, seem 
small and low when compared with the high 
soaring in remote, unknown Newburg. 

Three at any game is either one too many 
or not enough by one. There were three in 
this game, which is destined to be immortal 
in the annals of poker; the result was it be- 
came very lively for one, and that one was 
Mr. Weed, a young gentleman of fortune, 
who will go down to posterity as the man 
who bet on four aces and lost. Those who 
made it interesting for young Mr. Weed 
were Dr. Hedges, dentist, and Mr. Scott, a 
drummer, not of the military-band order, but 
one of the other sort. ‘The triangular game 
was played in the dentist’s office. It com- 
menced modestly. Most games do. The 
players sparred at each other with 50-cent 
antes in a jocose manner, and quietly dis- 
cussed matters of current interest. They 
were not particularly interested in the 
game itself, and yet under all this 
outward composure of manner, if we 
could know the secret heart of each 
player, we should discover that they were 
only waiting for that mysterious turn of the 
eards which was to open out all the possi- 
bilities of entertainment thata person can 
have in poker. It was not long in coming. 
It was as if an angler had been fishing for 
hours, having his baits nibbled away by min- 
nows, and suddenly felt the tug of a muska- 
longe on his hook, 

The hand was dealt that was never dealt 
before, and a palpable tremor seized upon 
each player as he realized that he had the 
other two in his clutches. The young gen- 
tleman of fortune had drawn two cards, the 
dentist had drawn one, and Scott, the drum- 
mer, was content. Aftera little gentle dal- 
liance the young gentleman deposited a chip 
on the table which he thought was an index 
to an appraisement of his hand, for the sum 
of $1,000. The dentist had been engaged in 
some silent calculations as to the value 
which the card he had drawn had add- 
ed to his original stock in trade, and 
expressed his views by laying down two 
chips and a raise, whereupon the drummer 
at the other corner of the triangle went one 
better. After these expressions of self-con- 
fidence had reached a value of $50,000 the 
young gentleman was tired and thought the 
pot was good enough for him, especially as 
he doubted the capacity of the others to pay, 
but the dentist and the drummer were only 
just getting interested, and continued ex- 
pressing their contempt for each others’ 
hands in bets of $10,000. They were on the 
ends of the “teeter-board,” each raising the 
other, while the young gentleman of fortune 
sat in the centre and saw them, until the 
dentist got tired of his end of the board and 
called. The hands were laid down and the 
procession as it appeared in its three divis- 
jons was certainly a guaranty for the extraor- 
dinary betting that had crammed $450,000 
into the pot. The dentist had a king full. 
Who wouldn't bet on a king full? The 
young gentleman of fortune had four 
aces. They were never beaten be- 
fore. Who wouldn’t bet on four aces? 
The drummer had a “straight flush 
with the king in all his regal grandeur at the 
head—the hand sometimes seen in wild 
dreams; the hand sighed for even by old dev- 
otees; the ideal hand, sometimes imagined, 
never before held in mortal palm. Who 
wouldn't bet onastraight flush? If there 
be such a person it was not the drummer. 
For the first time four aces had lost their 
proud preéminence and been thrown, and in 
the fall the young gentleman was out 8150, 
000. The drummer and the dentist were 
magnanimous. They would give him a 


chance to geteven in faro, and the young: 


gentieman took aturn at that. Faro was a 
game he always liked, and poker never had 
been much of a favorit with him anyway. 
The game which he had always liked did not 
like him, however, and he was soon out 
$450,000 more, making in all a cool $600,000, 
which was just $100,000 more than he was 
worth. 

Ine sequence to this game is well known. 
The drummer compromised. The young 
gentleman commenced paying up, but after 
some reflection decided that he was a victim 
to wiles, and had the other two corners of 
the triangle arrested, and they have been in- 
dicted. The grand jury came near also in- 
dicting the young gentleman of fortune him- 
self, which, by the way, they should have 
done. Thecommunity has no special sym- 
pathy for him or for his losses, but if he had 
paid up like a man it would have prevented 
the harrowing suspicion which will now prey 
upon every community that four of a kind 
can be beaten. No person has a right to 
disturb thus ruthlesly the confidence of 
others, or violate with sacrilegious hands the 
traditions of this noble and National game. 
If four aces can be beaten, who knows but 
that something may be discovered that will 
beat a straight flush “

ONE conspicuous feature of the Republican 


’ caucus which was held to consider the proposed 


reducfion of the internal revenue will command 
very general admiration, That was the evident 
determination of nearly every individual mem- 
ber to be governed by the caucus edict only to 
the extent that be could subseribe to the justice 
and expediency thereof. Another feature, al- 
most equaily conspicuous, will be visited with 
the same general condemnation. That was the 
disposition of most of the members to be gov- 
erned solely by sectional considerations, and to 
consult special interests. It is not surprising that 
the Republicans should be seriously embarrassed 
avout this measure. It may be admitted that 
many of the items of internal taxation ought to 
be stricken from the statute books, but 
a system of reduction which contemplates 
largely the relief of the whisky and tobacco 
interests from license taxes, but still proposes 
to retain all the machinery and expense for col- 
lecting the reduced fees, and which further- 
more is likely to be enlarged by a material re- 
duction in the direct tax levied upon spirits, is 
certainly out of place when it precedes any effort 
to reduce taxes on the necessaries of life. This 
is the reason why the present situation is so 
awkward to the Republicans, and it was the 
natural result of Speaker Keifer's appointment 
of a Ways and Means Committee almost ex- 
clusively from among the representatives of the 
protected classes. If the remission of certain 
bank taxes, of the match tax, and even of 
licenses, were a part ofa bill for a general re- 
vision of the tax system providing for a material 
reduction in tariff duties and the maintenance 
oreven afi increase of the general whisky tax, 
the Republicansin the House might see their 
way clear to pressing the scheme to its passage. 


Tue Register of Vital Statistics of New 
York has recejved from the Superintendent of the 
Census of 1880 some interesting statistics as to 
the population of that city. The total popula- 
tion is computed at 206,029. The native white 
population consists of 349,250 males and 359,158 
females, making a total of 708,408. The foreign 
white population numbered 231,458 males and 
245,707 females, making a total of 477,165. The 
colored population consisted of 9,536 males and 
10,920 females. The number of children of 5 
years of age and under is as follows: Native 
white, males 80,759, females 79,875; foreign white, 
males 2,318, females 2,584: colored, males 1,012, 
temales 962. Total males, 84,069; females, 83,221; 
ora grand total of 167,200 children 5 years and 
under. Between the ages of 5 years and 2 years 
the figures were as follows: Native white, males 
138,309, females 145,103; foreign white, males 14,- 
T, females 22,016; colored, males 1,722, females 
2,011; total males, 158,850; females, 169,190; ora 
grand total of 327,980. Of the persons 90 years 
old and over the native white numbered 18 males 
and 48 females; the foreign white were 63 males 
and 200 females; and the colored were 1 male 
and 16 females; making a total of 346 persons ro- 
ported to be 90 years of age and over. The old- 
est native white man was years, while there 
were 3 native white females reported at 98, 2 at 
99, and lat 100 years. Of the foreign white pop- 
ulation, 6 males and 15 females were reported at 
100 or over. The oldest colored man was re- 
ported to be . and ¥ colored women were ro- 
ported to be 100 years or over. 


Tuere exists high up among the Carpa- 
thian Mountains of Galicia, in a district known 
as Tatras, gue of the most primitive and unso- 
phisticated communities in Europe.

During 
four or five months of the year those of them 
who accompany their flocks and herds to the 
mountain pastures live exclusively on goat-miik 
whey, of which each mau consumes nearly a 
gullon daily. Practically, therefore, these goat- 
berds live on the sugar and the mineral salts 
contained in the whey. They do not consider 
this rewimen a privation, and when they return 
to the valleys at the end of the season they are 
as stroug and as vigorous as when they set out. 
The entire race of Podbalians, asthe people of 
Tatras are called, are remarkable for their vi 
and energy, and are incontestably su 7 
physically and intellectually, to the neighboring 
populations. Their physique is of a remarkable 
purity; they are quick of apprehension and 
frank in manner. Though far from being high- 
ly cultured, the Fodhaliaus are poets and artists 
by nature. They are tond of dancing, and often, 
when the labors of the day are over, meet to in- 
duige in their favorit diversion. They are born 
improvisatores, too, and many of them can sing 
their own songs set to music of their own com- 
position.

“Yes, and would rather have a dishonest Arab 
than an honest Christian.” The native answered 
him: “Ido not say so, but we are silent. Only 
this | know: Yesterday Arabi was poor, but his 
bond was good for money with all the fellaheen. 
Today he is rich; tomorrow, if he is poor, he 
would find the difference.” 


During the small-pox epidemic at South 
Bethlehem, Pa., last winter, the Rev. W. B. 
Morrow, of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
and the Sisters of St. John the Baptist minis- 
tered heroically to the sick and suffering for 
more than six weeks. A substantial token of 
the gratitude of the people has been given 
through the presentation to the Rev. Mr. Mor- 
row ofa very valuable watch and guard-chain, 
with a massive gold cross pendant from the iat- 
ter.

Those taking part in the formal pres- 
entation were two Roman Catholics,two Mo- 
ravians, a Lutheran, a Methodist, and a German 
Reformed, who, on the evening of June 2, hand- 
ed this valuable and significant testimonial to 
Mr. Morrow with some affectionate words of 
greeting. 


Tue London papers have discussed at 
much length the results of revaccination as ex- 
hibited in the case of between 10,000 and 11,000 
persons permanently employed in the postal 
service, all of whom were required to undergo 
revaccination on admission to the service, un- 
less that operation had been performed within 
seven years previously. Among these persons, 
according to the data now officially published, 
there has not occurred a single fatal case of 
smali-pox, and in only ten cases non-fatal at- 
tacks, all of these being of a very slight character. 
On the other hand, it appears that in the tele- 
graph department, where the enforcement of 
revaccination was not carried out with the same 
completeness, twelve cases occurred in the same 
period a@liong a staff averaging about 1,500; 
eight of these attacks were of persons not re- 
vaccinated, and one proved fatal, while the re- 
maining four were of revaccinated persons, who 
all perfectly recovered without pitting. 


M. CAILLETET, the eminent French chemist 
who has made so much progress in the matter 
of liquefying gases, has recently added some 
interesting discoveries to those which have 
beretofore been connected with his name. 
He has ‘first liquefied oxygen and ozone at a 
temperature of 105 degrees C., under great 
pressure, and then taken away the pressure. 
The liquetied gas being in a thin glass vessel 
surrounded by a strong envelope, he has next 
taken away the envelope and exposed the liquid 
oxygen and ozone to sight. Under these cir- 
cumstances evaporation tovk place slowly, and 
there was ample time for observation. Ozone 
in the liquid form is a dark indigo blue in color. 
Oxygen and ozone mixed are a lighter biue. 
Just as the last drops of the mixture were 
evaporating the gas had a distinct blue color.

A FLOATING BLAZE. 


Damage by Fire to the Amount of 
28,000 to the Steam-Barge Marshal 
IT. Butters. 

The new steam-barge Marshal F. Butters, 
Capt. W. J. Carter, belonging to Butters, Peters 
& Co., of Ludington, was partially destroyed by 
fire last evening in the South Branch, near the 
Twenty-second street bridge. She had discharged 
her cargo at the Michigan Lumber Company's 
dock in Arnold's slip, and was steaming slowly 
down theriver. Justafter passing the bridge, 
Capt. Carter, who was standing on the pilot- 
house, heard a cry-of fire, and immediately ran 
ber alongside the west dock, making ber 
fust there. In the meantime the smoke 
that had at first attracted attention, 
and which seemed to come from the lamp- room 
at the stern of the barge, had been succeeded 
by flames, which were gradually attacking the 
surrounding wood-work. A stream was led 
from the ow * aft, but it was not suflicjently 
powerful, and though it kept the flames some- 
what under control, did not extinguish thew. 

Almost at the same moment that the tire was 
discovered om board it was seen from the shore, 
and alarms were turned in from Box No. 317 on 
the west aud No. 117 on the east side of the river, 
and the engines quickly responded. The ollicial 
time of the alarm is 7:55 p. m. It was with con- 
siderable difficulty that the hose-carts led in to 
where the barge was moored, owing to the dark- 
ness and the uncertain passuge- Ways through 
the plles of lumber, and when the companies 
actually got to work the flames had enveloped the 
entire after-portion of the veasel. The fire was 
extinguised after about thirty-five minutes’ 
bard work, and the companies withdrew. The 
damage done was at that time estimated at 
Fu. 000 


At an early hour this morning a Tin 
UNE reporter visited the scene of the 
fire, and found Capt. Carter on board. 
He said that he was not certain just how the 
fire originated, nor did be think anyone knew. 
The damage, he thought. if confined to the 
woodwork, would not exceed $2,000, butif it 
had extended to the engine and botlerrooms, as 
it was probable it had, it would de much more— 
perhaps $6,000 or $6,000. The insurance, he 
— was about two-thirds of the value of 
the barge, which was $40,000, She was launched 
last spring. was built at Milwaukee by Fitzgerald, 
and was intended exclusively for the lumber 
trade, being built to carry 400,000 feet of lumber. 
She entered this port first May 23, and was offi- 
cered as follows: W. J. Carter, master; Jobn 
Durr, chief engineer; J. 8. Carter, mate; and 
William Fenton, second engiveer.

WAGE-WORKERS, 
RAILROAD EMPLOYES, * 
Special Dispatch to The “hicago Tribune. 

New York, June 21.—There were a good many 
rumors afloat today to the effect that the en- 
gineers, brakemen, and other employés of the 
Pennsylvania and Erie Railroad Companies con- 
templated a general strike. The reports were 
unquestionably concocted for stock purposes, 
and had their effect toa certain extent on the 
market. Ollicers of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers who are employed on the 
Pennsylvania Road say that they are not aware 
there is to be any strike there, Or at least on the 
Eastern Division. The men appear to 
be satisfied with the wages they are 
reeeiving. If any such general strike 
was contemplated they would certainly know 
something about it. On some of the smailer 
lines the trainmen or engineers may contem- 
plate making ademand for an increase of wages, 
but with these questions the brotherhood as a 
society has nothing whatever to do. An engi- 
neer said this afternoon: “ You can set it down 
for a fact that the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers bas other work to attend to than en- 
gineering a strike, aad | can speak for the fire- 
men and the brakemen of this line when I say 
they, too, have not thought of organizing a 
strike for more wages. The same expression 
comes from engineers on the New York, Lake 
Erie & Western Railroad. The question, they 
distinctly say, bas never been discussed at the 
brotherhood meetings, 

THE FREIGHT-HANDLERS. 

The busiest places on the river- frout are made 
the — 1 by the strike of the freight-handlers 
employed for the railroad piers. Houses where 
hundreds of men were seen at work loading and 
unloadmg cars and trucks were today deserted 
and policemen paced up and down in front of 
the closed doors. The last of the houses were 
deserted today, and at not asingle one did the 
regular force remain. At 10:40 o’clock in the 
morning the eighteen men employed 
on the Lehigh Valley Kailroad Company's 
Pier No. 18, North River, quit work 
and all the handlers ot railroad 
freight save a hundred or so, who bad gone back 
in ones or twos, were out on a strike. At 10 
o clock a procession of strikers was started at 
the St. John's Park re ee of the New 
York Central & Hudson River Railroad. At 2 
o'clock 300 of the strikers in Jersey City came 
across the river on the Pavonia ferry and 


JOINED THE PARADE, 


At the pier of the New York, New Haven & 
tiartford Railroad there was little doing. No 
freight was received at the Erie Kailroad pier 
after noon. There were no men left on the pier, 
and none could be secured. There were loaded 
trucks standing in front of the house when the 
doors were closed. The South street station of 
the New York Central & Hudson River Railroad 
was open and was receiving and discharging 
freight. The men applied to Foreman 
Fenn for au advance yesterday, and he 
told them to continue work and he 
would recommend an  =inecrease in their 
wages. For the men employed in handiing 
west-bound freight he secured an advance of 
4 cents a day, making their wages equivalent 
to what was asked for. The yards of the New 
York Central, Sixty-fiftb street and Eleventh 
avenue, were jammed with cars, and 100 
Italians were struggling to keep traffic moving. 
Only two doors of the great St. John’s Pork- 
House were open, and 100 italians were working 
DIRE CONFUSION OUTSIDE, 
Laight street dock to West Broadway was 
crowded with trucks. A great many fights oc- 
curredamong the truckmen who were strug- 
giing far places. The Pennsylvania Kailroad's 
house at Pier No. 30, North Rives. was opened 
at2ociock this afternoon with a number of 
Italians. Francis Leggett & Co. sent some of 
their own men down to its pier to unload trucks 
in order to secure the shipment of their freight. 
A notice was posted on the door of the 
Stur Union Transportation Company's Pier No. 
38 announcing that no freight would be received 
The railroad-men along Broadway, where most 
of the freight eogagements from the centre of 
commerce to all points east and west are made, 
are in a condition of excitement over the de- 
lays to many branches of trade. It was stated 
today, bowever, that 

THE GRAIN-TRADE WAS NOT AFFECTED, 
as the grain on arrival was transferred directly 
to the elevators, and a few unskilied workmen 
sued to perform all the manual labor required 
in this process. If the strike should spread to 
points further west, it might, of course, 
u Hot the trade seriously. Firms in 
the Produce Exchange who dealt in 
butter, cheese, etc., compiained of much trouble 
caused by the strike. No important dry-goods 
house could be found where the strike was 
creating serious trouble. Some of the firms 
bave been sending their goods to Boston by the 
Norwich Line, to be shipped from there. There 
has been no strike among the Norwich Steam- 
boat Company's men. The number of men in 
the movement is estimated at about 3,000. 

The strikers exhibit much determination, but 
maintain a quiet and peaceable demeanor, and 
the police detailed to prevent any disturbance or 
interfepe on the part of the laborers have bad 
NO DIFFICULTY AS YET IN MAINTAINING 

ORDER. 
They are chiefly engaged in keeping something 
like a clear road for traffic along the river front, 
wtich is continually blockaded by the vast num- 
ber of beavily-laden trucks which crowd about 
various piers waiting to be relieved of their bur- 
den. When the meu first struck it was not an 
organized movement. They had no union or so- 
ciety, although they number nearly or quite 3,000, 
It is the handlers of railroad freight alone who 
are on strike, but they think they will be able to 
bring in the ‘longshoremen who handle ocean 
freight before long. The Superintendent of the 


Labor Bureau at Castle Garden said today that. 


the demand for labor in the gouutry was far in 
excess of the supply. There were really fifty 
applications for farm-bands to every man who 
could be supplicd. When some immigrants were 
told they could have all the work they wanted on 
the railroad piers, but that a strike was going 
ou, they declined that kind of employment.

Dr. Beard said today thata large volume 
of new evidence as to the insanity of Guiteau 
would be presented at the interview of the 
petitioners with President Arthur, which is ap- 
pointed for 12 o'clock Friday. A portion of this

several years ago, and will, Dr. Beard thinks, 
establish conclusively the fact of his insanity of 
many years’ duration. The case will be pre- 
sented in detail by Dr. Beard and his coadju- 
tors, who hope in the present state of public 
sentiment, notwithstanding the embarrasing 
position in which he is placed, to induce the 
President to take action in the premises. Dr. 
Beard claims that no scienific commission 
could for a moment assert the responsibility of 
Guiteau as a sane man, and that if such a com- 
mission is appointed the aversion Of the death 
penalty is a loregone couciusion.

WILLIAM E. SAWYER. 
FOUR YEARS IN PRISON. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, June 21.—William E. Sawyer, the 
electrician, who was convicted of shooting Dr. 
Theophilus Steele in a quarrel near the Rossmore 
Hotel on April 6, 1880, was called up for sentence 
in the General Seasions Court today, having 
been denied a new trial by the general term of 
the Supreme Court. Counsel for the defendant 
urged the Court to exercise clemency in conse- 
quence of Sawyer’s scientific services to the 
community and in consideration of his family, 
who were respectable. Judge Gildersieeve 
said that, while he sympathized with the 
prisoner and regretted to see a man 
of his intelligence and wee! placed in 
so humiliating a position, be could not forget 
that the crime committed was au aggravated 
one and deserved severe punishment. The sen- 
tence of the Court was that the prisoner be con- 
fined in State Prison for four years. Sawyer, 
who looked considerably the worse for confine- 
ment in the Tombs, heard the sentence witn 
apparent indifference. He was not marched to 
the Tombs with the other prisoners, but was 
taken there alone in the custody of the officers 
of the court.

of the destruction on the west side. The hurri- 
cane gathered in the clouds over Union Town- 
ship, and, descending, struck the earth about 
two miles southwest of the northwest corner. It 
came with irresistible fury, destroying every- 
thing in its path. The track of the storm was 
only about 200 feet wide, but everything in its 
course was laid bare. At the farm of Oscar 
Schieiter it met its first resistance in the shape 
of buildings. The tenant, Hans Henning, was 
not bome, being at Ogden, but was returning, 
aud saw the storm froma distance. His wife 
and heip saw it coming, and took sheiter in the 
bouse. y had barely time to close the doors 
and windows when the shock came. The fine 
barn, stables, ete., on the were suddenly 
whirled off, and planks and timbers were flying 
in all directions. The house was saved by a 
ve of rs, that broke the fury of the 
storm, though many of them were uprooted. 

IN A FEW MINUTES ALL WAS OVER, 
and the inmates of the dwelling were safe 
though the house was badly injured, the roo 
being torn off, and all were in imminent danger 
from the flying timbers of the other buildings. 
From this place the hurricane traveled norta- 
west, meeting no house until it reached the place 
of Nelse Peterson. His house was in the edge of 
the whirlwind, and was moved quite a distunce, 
but not destroyed. A little further on to the 
northwest is the house of William Temby, and 
the house was badly wrecked. The inmates es- 
caped uniniured, however. The barn was biown 
completely away, and not a vestige of it let t. 

KILLED AND WOUNDED. 


About two and one-half miles northeast from 
the place where tne first dam was done by 
the storm, in the limits of Marcy Township, was 
the bome of the Widow Peterson. She with her 
family and hired man were all in the bouse— 
seven persons in all. Suddenly the whole house 
was lifted up, and fragments wore flying in all 
directions. All was over in a few moments, Dut 
a 13-year-old son of Mrs. Peterson was picked up 
dead. A picce of board was 

DRIVEN INTO HIS HEAD, 
crushing the skull. His death must have been 
instantaneous. All the members of the house- 
bold were more or less injured, and the hired 
man's injuries are so severe it is feared he will 
not recover. A large sliver was driven into bis 
hend. and the skull may have been fractured. 
The rest escaped with less severe wounds, but 
ali were more or less burt. The body of the poor 
boy who was killed was taken to Moipgona, from 
which piace he was buried Sunday. All the 
buildings on Mrs. Peterson's place were demol- 
ished and most of her stock killed. About thirty 
rods further another house was struck and de- 
stroyed, but no one hurt. Three-quarters of a 
mile from Mrs. Peterson’s place, on what is 
known as Swede lane, stood a church and 
school-house. Both were totally destroyed, and 
not a timber remains of either. 

From this point the storm disappeared, seem- 

to rise up and, changing its course, travel 
southeast instead of northeast. Parties who 
saw it could distinctly trace its course, though 
it was in the clouds. No further damage is re- 
ported from the west side, but the storm was

on Big Creek, in Garden Township, about ten 
miles southeast of Boone, and fully twenty-five 
miles from the scene we have just described. 
Here it once more descended to the earth, and 
was fully as furious as on the west side, but 
fortunately not so mucb damage was done and 
no one was killed. 

Maj. Holmes and J. N. Gildea were on the west 
side wheu the storm broke, and were ouly a few 
hundred feet outside its line.

TERRIBLY GRAND. 

There was a terrific roaring sound, diferent 
from any noise they ever beard before, and then 
as it swept along everything was carried witb it. 
Fence- posts were twisted out of tbe ground and 
buried high in the air: houses that looked firm 
and substantial were almost instantly broken to 
pieces, as if struck by a ehbell, and the timbers 
flying in all directions; cattie were whiried up 
into the air, and then thrown wild a dull thud 
aguinst the ground. A terrific rain followed 
the storm, and the roads were completely flood- 
ed. This did not deter people from Ogden driv- 
mg to the scene of the disaster imme !‘ately 
after it occurred, and within baif an hour the 
whole neighborhood was aroused to render as- 
sistance.

Heavy Advanee in West-Bound Freight 
Rates to Go inte Ef@ect July 1. 

Although business all over the country is un- 
usually dull and but little west - bound freight is 
being handied at present, yet the Eastern trunk 
lines are determined to make a large advance in 
west-bound freight rates July 1. They officially 
announce that on July 1 these rates will be ad- 
vanced trom ail Eastern points on the basis 
New York to Chicago, as follows: 

First class, 60 cents per 100 pounds; second 
class, 50 cents; third class, 40 cents; fourth class, 
30 cents; and fifth class, 25 cents. 

The present rates are: First class, 45 
cents; second class, 32 cents; third class, 
26 cents; and fourth class, 19 cents. No fifth 
class rates are quoted at present. Notice is also 
given that all special rates and contracts will 
cease July 1, not to be renewed or extended. 

it isnot probable that this advance in rates 
will benefit the Eastern lines in the least. What 
they gain in rates will be more than offset by the 
reduction in business. Tho principal articles of 
west-bound freight are merchandise, and there 
is so little demand in the West for goods at pres- 
ent that Eastern merchants are recalling their 
traveling men, Such goods as are needed after 
the advanced rates go into effect will be shipped 
by lake whenever practicable. 

During the spring and up toa few weeks ago 
west- bound shipments have been very heavy, as 
shippers have anticipated this advance. Had it 
not been for these heavy west-bound shipments 
the Eastern roads would be in a still worse con- 
dition than they are now, as the cars had to go 
back any way, and therefore they did not suffer 
so much on account of the light east-bound 
shipments. It is reported that some of the roads 
have been making contracts for west-bound 
business that will extend far beyond July 1, and 
which cannot be abrogated. If such is the case, 
there may yet be some trouble before the new 
rates can be put luto effect. 

The Eastern managers would hardly atterapt 
to advance west-bound rates at this time but 
for their anticipations of a largely increased 
east-bound business. The indications are, how- 
ever, that they are making wrong calculations. 
There bas been a good wheat cropin Kansrs and 
Nebraska, much of which will soon go forward. 
But it is not likely that much of it will be 
shipped by rail on account of the high rail- 
rates. Most of what is to be shipped will eithea 
take the barge lines from St. Louis or the lake 
lines from Chicago, where the rates are much 
lower. The prospects for a good corn yield are 
very poor. Corn after ail is the produat 
upoa whieh the railroads have to depend, for 
most of itis shipped after the close of naviga- 
non, and as everyth indicates an unusually 
light corn crop the Eastern railroads, if they 
continue to pursue their present policy of ad- 
hering to rates. which the value of the product 
cannot bear, will find themselves by next spring 
in a still more embarrassed condition than they 
are now.

The Pacific Railroad Monopolies—How 
They Manage to Crush Out Competi- 
tion. 

The Central Pacific Railroad Company has fur- 
nished Eastern roads with a list of dealers hav- 
ing speciai contracts for railway transportation 
of freight to the Pacitic Coast during the year 
1882. The list contains the names of nearly 1,000 
firms. Over 900 of these are located at San Fran- 
cisco and other points on the Pacific Coast. 
There are but three Chicago firms on the list. 
The Pacific roads, in order to crush out 
the competition d sail from New York 
by way of Cape Horn, give shippers who 
bind themselves to ship all their goods by rail 
during the year, special rates. Those who re- 
fuse to bind themselves to ship everything by 
rail are charged full tariff rates, which are al- 
most proscriptive. The tariff rates are more 
than twice as high as the regular contract rates. 

The contracts are all made by the California 
Fast Freight Line, and the Eastern connections 
of the Pacitic Roads bave no voice in the matter. 
They get their regular pro rate whether the 

s are shipped at contract rate or 
at tariff’ rate, The Eastern roads all 
bill the _ goods at tariff rates and the 
rebates are afterwards paid at the Faciue Coast 
to those firms having special contracts. This 
outrageous discrimination on the part of the 

Pacific lines is generally condemned by the 

shippers in the Eastern cities, but they are pow- 

eriess in the matter, and fully at the mercy of 
the Pacific monopolists.

Narrow Escape from Destruction of Mr. 
Vanderbilt and His Party. 

The Syracuse Standard relates the following 
‘ingident of the trip West of the Vanderbilt par- 
ty Saturday: “Ten miles east of Rome the high- 
est rate of speed known in this country was at- 
tained—one and one-quarter miles a minute—at 
which rate they swung off from the straight 
track on the curve at Vernon Station. As the 
switch-rods clattered by a heavy thumping 
sound was heard in the coaches accompanied 
with unusual jolts of the train. It was comment- 
ed on with much surprise by the railway on- 
cials, who thought that possibly a negligent 
switchtender had left an open switch and that 
they bad escaped accident by the trustwortby 
“safety switches, with a few of which the Cen- 
trai is supplied, and which never bave been 
known to wreckatrain. But little did these un- 
suspecting rocket riders know the real dan- 
ger which threatened them with instant de- 
strucuon at ore ‘tle’ they passed over. At 
Oneida, where ey fairly tlew over the road, 
every switch-bar and every cross-rail gave in- 
disputable evideuce of its presence by a really 
alarming jar to the trains. A multiplicity of 
these projections at last alarmed occupants 
of the train, and the bell-cord was pulied with a 
sudden jerk. Engineer Kennard instantly ap- 
plied the air-brakes,and the train came toa 
stop a halt mile west of Oneida, on a sharp 
curve. An examination of the train was made, 
resulting in showing that the ponderous brake- 
beams under the tender were resting on the 
ground. It was then apparent that the party 
had traveled fully ten miles with the heav 
beams plowmg along the track. Wiiliam H. 
Vanderbilt was never before known to weaken 
at any crisis he ever encountered; but when he 
stood and realized the terribie peril which they 
seemed to have esca by only a miracle. his 
countenance showed plainly evidences that he 
was greatly agitated. break was soon re- 
paired and the party moved westward with

do contribute largely and frequentiy to the

ort selicr—and by that term! 
due who in the absence of — of — 
ty sells it for future delivery with the hope of 
buying to cover sales at a protit—runs the risk 
of an advance in the market from vatural and 
artificial causes, accidents to the growth and 
securing of crops, excessive raius, drouth, 
frosts. damage by insects, etc., and also trom 
the nauipulations of the market by individuais 
or Cilques whose interests are to be promoted by 
And he must, when he at- 
tempts to cover bis contracts, meet the con pe- 
tition of those who, like himself, have contracts 
to till, as well as those who buy lor consumption 
and legitimate commercial purposes. It is no- 
torious that the short sellers puy more for prop- 
erty than any other clasa of operators. 

Now, whatever has been said us to the rules of 
the Board of Trade favoring short sellers: as 
ugainst combinations to corner the market may 
be as justly said respecting their protecting 
bugers against combinations to break down 
prices below the true value of property, with 
the object of establishing a low basis for settie- 
ment of contracts and thus avoid the payment 
of just claims for dumages. As a matter of 
fact, the rules afford the seller no more immuni- 
ty from lexitimate loss than they do the buyer. 

The rules are iu exact accord with the statute 
of the State, and under them damages for fail- 
ure to fulfill all the terms of a contract can be 
collected to as great an extevt as cau be done 
through the courts. 

Buyers of gram for export or milling pur- 
poses usually buy spot property; but if they 
choose to purchase for future delivery there ts 
nothing inthe rules of the Chicago Board of 
Trade to prevent them doing so, with the as- 
surance of their receiving the property as con- 
tracted, or ju case of a tailure therein to pay- 
ment of damages to the full extent premitted by 
the laws of the land. 

To secure the delivery of property on con- 
tracts the purchaser can demand of the seller 
a deposit of money on the basis of 10 per cent 
of the contract price of the property, and ad- 
ditional deposits to the extent of any subsequent 
advances (legitimate or otherwise) in the market 
price, and it response is not made to such de- 
mand the buyer can, if he elects, repurchase the 
7 und the original seller is bound to pay 
Osses resulting from his default. 

A city newspaper a few days ago made the ab- 
surd statement that the seller could ona rising 
market call for a settlement of contract and so 
avoid further loss. But the facts are quite to 
the contrary. if the buyer keeps good his mar- 
gins for tiie protection of the seller, the contract 
cannot be Cidsed before its maturity without his 
consent, except by actua! delivery of the pro- 
perty in accordance with its terms. Ia case the 
seller fails to deliver the property, the buyer 
can, if he elects, declare the contract forfeited, 
or be can buy the property of others by 1 o’clavk 
of the day following the maturity of the con- 
tract, or he may demand damages on the basis 
of the average market price of the property ou 
the day the contract matures; provided—and 
here is where the seller is protected from corner 
operations, the rule shall not be const.:ued as 
authorizing extortionate claims based on values 
manipulated for the purpose of securing such 
claims. The seller, therefore, is bound to pay 
all just and legal damages on claims such as 
would be recognized by the courts for default 
on his purt in complying with the terms of his 
contract. On the other hand, the buyer is pro- 
tected from the manipulations of the murket by 
sellers who, for the sake of evading the payment 
of just obligations, undertake to break the mar- 
ket by offering to sell S below its true 
value, as was done by a certain dealer some 
years ago, who for actionof that kind more than 
anything else was expelied from the board. 

As an illustration of the risk of selling short 
may be cited the experience of speculators who 
some time agosold wheat short for April de- 
livery tosuch an extent that the purchasers 
made, itis estimated a profitof at least $1,000,000, 
Had the buyers bought half the amount for May 
delivery instead of confining their purchases to 
April. it is thought, their profits would have been 
25 per cent greater; and it is also thought that 
their mismanagewent at the close of their deal 
on the last day of April saved short sellers from 
$30,000 to $40,000. It is fair to say that hereafter 
no clique or combination will make a similar 
mistake, and that they will not appear before a 
tribunal of the Board of Trade or before the 
courts ot the State and bear testimony to beat 
themselves.

Kev. John H. Barrows, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Churehb, of this city, thea 
delivered an adress of marked elo- 
quenees on “Our American Nationality 
its Organization and Peculiar Needs.” He 
quoted Carlyle’s estimate of America as a coun- 
try representing dollars and ceuts, and Emer- 
sous sentiment mat Awerica represented the 
future of mankind. These two declarations 
represented the two distinct views of American 
nationality. It depends on Christian colleges, 
as to them the people of today look for the 
American people of tomorrow. While the 
speaker was a student in a struggling little 

vestern collewe writing essays on the wars of 
Cwear and discussing the patiovality of the 
ancient republics, other mea scarce older than 
bad left their books—-whole classes of them 
aud had gone forth to fight tor their coun- 
try. Some had achieved immortality 
Chickamauga under chat President 
who was  spured from the battle 
long enough to reach the higuest office in the 
Kitt of the people, only to lay down bis life amid 
the groans of the Nation by the waves of K- 
beron. The National spirit was preserved and 
sucredly guarded at Oak Ridge, by the Sanga- 
mon, at the grave of Lincoln, in Auburn, and on 
the bight of Arlington, billowed by 10,000 dead. 
As the result of these, the people had dared to 
spell Nation with a big N. The Nation is not u 
political accident. It is the work of man. It 
bas its origin in Gud. France, Italy, Greece, and 
Germany have with one accord worked their 
way from the thralidom of petty vriucipalitics 
to united national life, and Bulgaria, Roumauia, 
and the struggling Danubian provinces were 
now demonstrating the uvational idea 
which neicher the scimitar of the Turk, 
the Toryism of England, nor the jealousy of 
Europe could crush. It should be remembered 
that while the European countries had achieved 
their pational unity at a great sacrifice Amer- 
ica may guy: “1 was tree bora.” Scientists 
have found the secret of the American National 
spirit in the physical geograpby of the country. 
Others see the National unity assured by the 
vast network of railroads and telegrapna. The 
speaker preferred to go deeper and to look back 
into the evolugon of history. 

The American people did not become a Nation 
wheu Lee gave bis sword to Grant at Appomat- 
tox. Weary of sailing the seu of demovratic 
liberty under the articies ot confederation, the 
people embarked iu the stronger craft of the 
Constitution built with ribs of British oak, which 
adinitted no right of secession. The Declaration 
of Independence merely set forth that which 
already existed. The Nadona! consciousness 
was ooly intensified when the farmers of Con- 
cord tired the shot which was beard around the 
world, Nations are older than the governments 
they ordain. The fathers of the Revolution 
were the mere servants of powers stronger aud 
oider than themselves. Today there is no better 
lesson to learn than that the Christian. life of 
New England was the centre about which crys 
tallized the nebuious nationality which had al- 
ready existed. The Nation did not spring into 
life at Gettysburg, nor was it born in Philadel- 
phia or cradled in Fanveil Hall. Its history 
goes back to the Bible, the earliest revela- 
tion of man's liberty and equality. America 
was born of the Bible, reversing the doctrines of 
the Vid World that man was made for the Gov- 
ernment. Hence come free schools, free speech, 
the separation of Church and State, and the bet- 
ter elements of National life. Jefferson merely 
echoed the Bible when be quote that all men are 
created equal. 

The Nation is no mere mud giant; it is a Chris- 
tian Hercules. No one can doubt its continu- 
ance, for it has in itseif tue power of se)f-pres- 
ervauion. It can overcome new 1008 as it has 
Overcome oid ones. Iuto the Christian Life of 
its pioneers has gone as pure a patriotism as 
that which battled at Chickahominy. ft helped 
to rear the buge and complex fabric of Western 
life. One of -its strongest supports is the 
Christian college, which teaches the youth 
that from the doctrine of the old Bible 
come the glories of today. To these colieres 
the people look more and more for those who 
are to preach the Gospel. It would be suicide 
for the Church, moral death for the State, to act 
onthe cheory that material prosperity is the 
only foundation for national life. Christ still 
lives and yet shall stand oo earth hoiding Amer- 
ica in his band asa jeweled diadew while other 
crowns are laid at bis feet, for the kingdoms. of 
this world sball have tinished their work and He 
shalt reigu forever and forever. 

President Gregory then announced that the 
first prize of next year would be increased to 850 
through the geuerosity of the Kev.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June . LAn autopsy of 
a drowning case just made by members of the 
medical statf connected with Coroner's Janney's 
office explodes the theory of the Malley prose- 
cution in reference to Jennie Cramer's death, 
and is likely to lead to a revolution in that 
branch ot medico-legal testimony which bears 
upon death fram drowning. The theory ad- 
vanced by the medical experts on behaif of the 
Commonwealth, that the dead girl wus not 
dréwned because there was no evidence 
of water in the lungs, is one that has 
never been disputed, although frequently 
members of the medical fraternity have been 
found doubting the soundness of the proposi- 
tion. Since the Mailey prosecution promul- 
guted the old theory, Prof. John Reese, the Cor- 
oner's analytical chemist, professor ot toxic- 
ology in tne University of Fennsylvania. bas 
given the subject considerable thought and at- 
tention. Prof. Reese was sought for by one of 
the attorneys tor the Maliey boys as an expert 
in arsenicai poisoning, but preferred to remain 
at bome. It is this, perbaps, thataugmented the 
Professor's interest in the medical testimony. 
However that may be, be has been watching 
drowning eases very closely of late, and at last 
found what he expected to. 

On the evening of June 12, while patrolling his 
beat at Delaware avenue and Queen street, 
about half-past 9 o'clock, a Second District 
policeman observed an old and decrepit woman 
in rags wandering aimlesly along Delaware ave- 
nue. She was clad in a dilapidated calico dress 
and scarcely anything more. Her feet were 
bare, her gray hairs were unprotected, and, to 
the surprse of the officer, he tound when he ap- 
proached the woman that she was sober. Sbe 
told the puliceman that she wanted to go out 
South strebt, and he took ber to that thorough- 
fare. turned her bead in the right direction, and 
she started off westward. he next morning 
very early her body was found floating in the 
Queen street dock. The verdict of the Coroner's 
jury was an unknovn woman found drowned. 
it was impossible to ascertain the oid woman's 
identity, but the evidence of drowning 
was undisputed. It being au Opinion enter- 
tained by the Coroner's physicians that the 
length of time a body will remain under the 
surface depends upon the quantity of water 
taken internally, it was apparent that this case 
was an excellent one to establish or ebatter that 
belief. On Friday last Prof. Reese, accompanied 
by Dr. D. Willis Cadwallader, who is also an at- 
taché of the Coroner's office, and who is aiso 
deeply interested in the subject, went to the 
morgue and made atborough examination of 
the drowned woman, Upon opeuipg the body 
there was no water whatever found in the Jungs, 
nur the slightest evidence of having been there. 
Neither was there in the stomach. There wus a 
very slight congestion ound in the lungs, but 
froin natural causes, and the liver was consider- 
abiv eirrhosed, presumably caused by drinking. 
The other organs of the body were compéera- 
tively healthy. There were no Marks of abuse 
upon the body in any way, and evidence what- 
ever of drowning. There was not even any- 
thing in the guet wo indicate that water hud 
pussed the woman ¢ ups. 

The physicians think that they have discov- 
ered a demonstration of the faisity of the the- 
ory set up by the Malicy prosecution, and, what 
is more important to them, they feel thut they 
are in a posigion to render some \ aluabie aid to 
science. This one case convinces Dr. Reese, 
beyond apy doubt. that persons in jumping 
overboard, especially from an eminence, can 
come to death from suffecadon or shock, and 
without taking a drop ot water inwardly. The 
work begun by the Coroner's peysicians with 
such remarkable deveiopments will be con- 
tinued so tbat repeated autopsies of drowning 
cases may coulrm or deny the medical point 
raised by them. Dr. Reese said that if bis con- 
clusions as to the cause of death in the case of 
the woman found in Queen Street Wharf had 
been drawn from tbe autopsy alone, without 
any other source of information, he would have 
pronou need it dcate irom cicrnosia of the liver, 
there being no evidence of druwning about 
internal organs,

The first benefits of $5 
to single and $7 to married men will not be paid 
until Monday next, ana money is pouring into 
the . in huge streams. A meeting of the 
finishing mill men, the beaters, rollers, ete., has 
been calied for July 3. Secretary Martin says 
that he does not know what the men win 
do or talk about. President Jarrett says the 
meeting, will not talk about the present 
strike. hwo manufacturers, however, said to- 
night that the meeting was called entirely on ac- 
count of the existing strike, and they believed it 
would result in asplitin the Amalgamated As- 
sociation. 

There is a prospect of trouble among the 
giass-workers on the Ist of August. There is 
now a difference of 2 per cent in the wages paid 
by the Eastern and Western manufacturers, 
The Western men pay the most, and they have 
notified the Eastern men that in August the 
Eastern men must inerease their y or the 
Western inen will decrease theirs. The Western 
Associanon demands an equalization, and is sup- 
ported by the otlicersof the National Glass- 
workers’ Association, who say they will compel 
the Eustern men to put up their pay for labor. 
if there should be a strike of any length in the 
lues trade there is no doubt but what the men 
would start up more coOperative works, and as 
they can erect them in a couple of months they 
can go into the market aud foree the other 
works to start up. 

In the Eastern cities there seems to be a dread 
of astrike of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engifecers. Several dispatches were received 
here today making inquiry about this mat- 
ter. Your reporter had a talk with 
more than a dozen engineers employed by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, the Pan- 
Handle, and the Fort Wayne Companies. They 
all said there was no idea whatever of a strike. 
They are receiving good pay and no reduction 
bas been proposed. They bave not even an or- 
guvixed lodgé bere, as they have not had a meet- 
ing for a year or two. 


The Brickmakers’ Strike—Mopes of a 
Settiement Today. 

The brick mapufacturers of the South and 
West Sides were to have met yesterday to ar- 
range whether or no they would accede to the 
demand of the Briékmakers’ Uhion for an in- 
crease of 12% cents per day per wan. The mect- 
ing was xed for 3 p. m., but it was an hour later 
before any representative men bad gathered in 
the rooms of the Builders’ Exchange. At this 
time there were nine manufacurers pres- 
ent. No formal meeting was held, but 
the situation was freely discussed. 
Several geutiemen who were not scared advo- 
cated resistance to the union demands, and 
counseled the closing of the yards unless the 
men would stick to their former agreement. 
But there are conflicting interests among the 
boas brickmakers, and a certain amount of 
jealousy exists in the minds of the smaller man- 
ufacturers. The consequence was that the res- 
vlutions looking to a laut were not adopted. 

A communication from a trade organization 
known as the Brickmakers’ Benevolent Asso- 
ciation has been sent to the bosses. It reads as 
follows: 

Cuicaao, June 20.—Notice to the Brickyard 
Bosses: As weste a statement inthe Aven 
News that you are afraid if we received the 12 
eents, that we would in a sbort time strike again, 
we contradict this. If we get what we had last 
fall we shall work faithfully, because we want 
to work an bo est living and no more strikes 
this season.

This communication was read apd discussed. 
Notwithstanding the assurance of the auony- 
maus committee, the brick-yard owners do not 
feel that they will be safe even if they give the 
extra shilling demanded of them under duress. 
As a fact, they are willing toaccord the advance 
ratber than to precipitate a row at this stage of 
the game, but they want some positive assur- 
ance that they can make brick the remainder of 
the season at the price now settled. The men 
can bave their demand, even though they have 
taken a mean advantage of their employers, but 
the latter want some surety that the dose will 
not be repeated this season. If this is given, the 
matter will be settled today.

The Committee’ on Charities yesterday 
granted three passes.

curity being ali of the telegraph lines belonging 
to the company. 


Commissioners Purington, Senne, and sev- 
eral of the country members of the County 
Board are opposed to the county building a 
morgue, the city furnishing the ground on a 
street end. There are about nine members, 
however, who favor the county"petting up the 
structure. Yesterday Commissiouers Albright, 
Purington, Mattocks, and Senne were before 
the grand jury on the subject. The proposition 
of Mayor Harrison is approved of by a majority 
of the board, which is that tbe city give the 
ground and the county erect the morgue. It is 
a shame that this great city has no fit place in 
which to place the bodies of the unrecognized 
and unclaimed dead found in the streets or river. 
As the grand jury talked some of indicting all 
the County Commissioners and the Aldermen 
and Mayor, it might be well if some action was 
tuken at once. 


The present grand jury appear to be thor- 
ougbly in earnest on the question as to the 
morgue. They yesterday had before them 
County-Commissioners Albright, une, Mat- 
tocks, Ender, and Purington and Health-Com- 
missioner De Wolf. The latter thought the site 
of the old morgue, Eighteenth and Arnold 
streets, quite desirable for such a purpose, but 
it was evident that be bad nut heard of Mayor 
Harrison's proposition to donate some street- 
end in the business centre of the city for the 
purpose. The Commissioners evinced a warlike 
disposition, and not one of them was willing to 
favorably regard the Mayor's proposidon— 
namely: that the city donate the site 
and the county the building. Commission- 
er Mattocks and one or two others spoke 
at some length upon the subject. It was agreed 
that a morgue like the hospital would be pure- 
ly, or, at least, almost, a city institution. The 
county—that is, the district outside of Chicagu— 
would Lave little or no use for a morgue, and 
on the same line of argument it was asserted 
that all of the patients at the County Hospital, 
with the exception of a small and very insig- 
nificant perceatage, came from the city. The 
County Board seemed to be averse to tdking 
any action, and, inasmuch as they bave the ap- 
pointmenut of grand jurors, it is bardiy to be 
expected that any solution of the problem will 
be offefed by the present or any other similar 
body of inquisitors.

The market for new barley opened yesterday, 
with sale of 5,000 bu No. 2 at We seller Septem- 
ber. 

Another order for seed corn was received here 
yesterday. It came from a point in 
Southern Indiana. The land there was 
under too feet of water last Monday. 

An order was received herewgesterday to sell 
early rose or peachblows potatoes for October 
delivery in this market at 50c per bu by the car- 
load on track. The promise for the potato crop 
is evidently good. 

We referred a fortnight ago to a lot of winter 
wheat which arrived here over two different 
roads and was the subject of inspection appeal. 
Those cars which came over one line were all in- 
spected as No. 2 red. Those by the other line 
were inspected No. 3. The latter decision was 
reversed. The news now comes that most of the 
wheat has arrived in New York. and all that bas 
arrived there has graded as No.2 red. We state 
the case thus without comment, 

Some parties on Change are agitating a mo- 
tion to adjourn over the tirst three business 
days of the week after next in order to havea 
“good” enance to celebrate the Fourth, which 
falls on Tuesday. Would not this be rather too 
much of a good thing? 

The motion to ald the sufferers by the iowa 
cyclones is timely. Another motion may be 
timely too. There is some $89,000 in the treas- 
ury of the Cali Board for which there is no pos- 
sibie use in the organzation; and a great deal 
more moneyin the treasury of the Board of 
Trade thau the charter of that organization au- 
thorizés it to bold. Why not make a liberal do- 
nation from those two funds, instead of asking 
members to contribute as individuals? It would 
be a noble use to make of the money. 

Au old member of the Board of Trade offers 
the following as a possible solution of the prob- 
lem: How to deal with corners“ Wecom- 
mend it to careful consideration by the trade. 
There are some points in it that should be 
amended, as, for instance, the forfeit should be 
greater for wheat than for oats. But the grand 
feature of allowing deferred deliveries by the 
paying of demurrage charges might prove to be 
valuable: 

Strike out from the rules, of the board all 
clauses having reference to corners and insert: 
Either party negtecting or refusing to perform 
his contract at the time therein stated shall for- 
feit and pay tothe other party one cent per 
bu on grain, one-quarter of a cent per ib 
on meats, and 50 cents per bri on pork for 
every five days or any part thereof elapsing be- 
tween the maturity of the contract and the per- 
formance thereof; and in addition thereto the 
storage on and interest at 6 per cent on the 
value of any article tendered upou a contract 
and declined which may bave accumulated be- 
tween the date of tne tender and the fulüllment 
of the contract.”

GATH’S GATHERINGS. 


Schucker’s Betrayal of Trust—Windom 
as a Financicr’— Something About 
Pullman aud Chicago, 

Special to Cinctanati Enqutrer. 

New York, June 18.+Mr. Schuckers, one of 
the biographers of Chief>Justice Chase, has been 
making public letters intrusted to him for other 
uses than he has devoted them to. 

Chase surrounded himself curiously, and I can 
think over a number of people be raised to place 
who are not of much advantage to him or the 
country either. I recollect a notorious, begging 
letter- writer having once addressed Mrs. Sprague 
when her father lived under her roof, saying 
that he wished to preserve a valuable library 
which the pressure of debt and misfortune was 


| a periling, and be therefore wished the loan of 


$50, punctually w be returned, etc. Sprague, 
the Governor, remarked sbortly that the 
man was a dead-beat, and that be 
knew all about him. Chase spoke up 
and said, “Oh, you are too hard on 
the young man.“ This would have been a pretty 
anecdote but for the fact that Sprague was en- 
tireiy correct. The man was an almost eminent 
dead-beat, abused bis wife, ran down her char- 
acter from virtue to want and falsity, was con- 
tinually asking railroads for passes, publishers 
for books, and he was ju the habit of living as 
far as he could on gratuitics wrung from people 
by a tale of woe. 

Schuckers was a sort of clerk for Chase, and 
when that worthy died he rushed out a book. 
Mr. Sprague expressed great disgust that any- 
body should dare to touch the sacred character 
of the deceased; but | fancy if those systematic 
biograpbers had not done something we should 
Dave had no life of Chase at all. After Chase 
died Schuckers went into me kind of business 
in Philadelphia. and I occasionally see him trav- 
eling around, always alone, shy. woful, and 
probably he nas been publishing these letters to 
recommend bim to some place under the Ad- 
ministration. 

Schuckers is not content with printing letters 
of Gen. Garfield to Mr. Chase, but be gives us 
the Schuckers inference. He draws historical 
comparisions. We can at once gee that some of 
the vast assumption of Chase has been vacci- 
nated into S8chuckers. Perbaps Schuckers is look- 
ing toward the Presidency! With regard to 
what is called gratitude in public ite, there is 
altogether too much of it. No man can admin- 
ister a large country on principles ot personal 
gratitude, nor comment with fidelity on bis 
times, if he is ing to respect every iupch-ex- 
cursion and junketing that he has bad with 
every living man. The world bas too much per- 
sonal reciprocity in its government. We have 
but to glance at the cases of Rosecrans and Gar- 
tield to gee the defensibility of the latter. 

On whit principle is the idea set up that*tbis 
Garfield ust tay aside his career, bis private 
convicdons, his observations, bis oath, to be 
faithful, as they term it, to Rosecrans? What 
happened around Rosecrans Garfield could sec. 
He did not comment on some other man or 
movement he knew nothing about, and it was a 
very long time before he made the least retiec- 
tion upon the errors he observed. For a long 
time his comments on Kosecrans were boyish 
and warm. But he was ail the time becoming 
educated in war, and probably had more nat- 
urai genius for it than Rosecrans. He had the 
quality of the Western boy—the Ohio tarm boy— 
of impulsive action, simple udelity to the great 
cause, which was as vivid in his mind as if it had 
been bis. mistress. 

Mr. Windom has shown, by his speech on the 
Whisky bill, the possession of all the capacity 
his friends claimed for bim, both as a financier 
and Senator. Without any reference to tne 
merits of the bill he defeated, it is clear that he 
is at present one of the leading, and perhaps the 
leading, maninthe Senate. Afew more such 
exhibitions of independence and strem@pth in 
tinancial discussion will lift him into more re- 
spectable prominence as a Presidential quantity 
than he has yet had. Here is aman who was 
once atailor, like Andrew Jackson, in a small 
town in Ohio. Heis, 1 think, of Virginia-Quaker 
extraction. By the way, lwas told yesterday 
by Maj. Bullard, of New York, that he under- 
stood that Gov. Cornell was of a Quaker family, 
and that accounted, be sald, for his apparent 
plainness and taciturnity. The Major said 
that Gov. Cornell's father was 40 years old be- 
fore be receivedasalary of more than 840 a 
month as a teiegraph-constructor; yet he died 
with a large fortune, and gave it gil to found 
a college. I understood that Cornell was now 
a moderately weaithy man, baving wade most 
of bis money in the American District Telegraph 
Company, a difficult thing to organize; and he is 
said to keep bis eye on every improvement in 
telegraphy,. and to follow its developments as 
closely as those of politics. I once saw Windom's 
house in Winona, Minn.,a pretty wooden cot- 
tage. It would not be at all surprising if Win- 
should come forward as the next Presi- 
dential quantity, though | believe there are now 
more candidates for the Presidency in the 
Republican party than it has ever had at any 
time. The breaking down of the boss system 
has emancipated large numbers of secondary 
leaders, who now have a chance to come for- 
ward and assert themselves. The worst thing 
against Mr. Windom getting the Presidency 
would be bis pursuit of it. 

I was tailang yesterday to Mr. Best, the larg- 
est dealer in cigars and tobacco in Chicago, 
about matters there. Hc said that the Town of 
Pullman, which is about twelve miles out of 
Chicago, was probably attracting more atten- 
tion at present than any enterprise there, and it 
would cost a good mauy millions of dollars be- 
fore it was completed. Chicago, be said, was 
coming forward with great rapidity as a manu- 
facturing city. The marble palace Mr. Storey 
bas been building on the boulevard is still going 
forward slowly, and he may live to occupy it. 
The Palmer House, which is now earning 
money rapidiy, was offered for sale two or 
three yeurs ago by the proprietor. tor 
$1,000,000 to Leiter, the dry-goods merchant, 
but fortunately he did not want it. Mr. Best, 
said he thought Dlinois would be a Republican 
State as long as there was a Solid South, and he 
boped that the Independent movements now on 
foot would resuit in the breaking up of this 
sectionalism, which would probably continue as 
long as the Democratic and Kepuolican parties 
faced each other. He said this as a Democrat. 
The opposition to boss rule was as strong in 
[illinois as in any of the other States, and would 
show itself in the pending contests for Governor 
and Senator. Mr. Raum would probably be op- 
posed on the ground that he was a boss man, 
and some thought that Charles Farwell would 
be the next Senator from Illinois.

This may 
be true, but yet I am not so old as Mr. Clay was 
when he was so strongly urged the last time for 
the Presidency, nor as old as he was when he 
effected the last great compromise which was 
the crowning glory of his life; nor am 1 as old 
by nearlya decade as Gladstone. the prosent 
Prime Minister of England. But this is a 
matter pot ior me to discuss or judge of. The 
people must decide for themselves. The test for 
office, in my judgment, as to unfitness on 
account of age, is not the numberof y to 
which man may attain, but bis capacity for the 
business intrusted te his charge. No one, of 
course, should be the judge of his owa capacity 
—but I certainly should not assume the dis- 
charge of any duty that I didn’t feel capable of 
discharging. You will, of course, excuse these 
remarksin regard ty my age. ey are only 
intended as an answer to this objection raised 
against me by showing several instances (and 
thousands of others might be added to those 
given) when men much older ‘than I am have 
rformed and are performing duties of a much 
igber and more responsible character than 
those of the office of Governor of Georgia. High 
and responsible as these are, and no one could 
estimate their responsible character in a higher 
degree than I do, yet they can hardly be con- 
sidered in responsibility as equal in degree to 
those attending the Premiership of Great 
Britain, over whose millions of population, com- 
merce, and dominion the sun ever sets.

Graphic Account of the Burning of 


the Exploring Steamer in St. 
Lawrence Bay. 


Sad Fate of the Man W 10 Carried 
Provisions to the Famish- 
ing Crew. 


SAN Fraworsco, Cal., June 21.—A Port Town- 
send dispatch says the steamer Idaho has ar- 
rived from Sitka, and brings full reports of th- 
burning of the United States exploring steamer 
Rodgers in St. Lawrence Bay, and the rescue of 
her crew. The revenue steamer Thomas Corwin 
arrived at Sitka June 4, with the officers and 
crew of the Rodgers. 

Lieut. R. M. Berry, commander ot the ra, 
accompanied by Ensien H. J. Hunt, lett St. 
Lawrence Bay on the 74d of December to sledge 
the Siberian coast in search of the Jeannette. 
May 13, 188, the master received a letter 
through the natives from Lieut. Berry, dated at 
Keoyma River, April 4, stating that he

and the landing of ber boat, and should con- 
tinue his search for the Survivors, and that he 
should return by way of the Bast, and directing 
Mr. Waring to take his party and make the best 
of his way toSan Francisco, and communicate 
with the Navy Department. The point where the 
letter was dated was about half-way between 
St. Lawrence Bay and the Lena Kiver. 

At the time the Rodgers was burned she was 
lying off shore about a mile and u halt. The 
tire was reported at about 8766 a. m. Every- 
thing was done tosave the ship. The fire was 
in the lower hold, forward, and it is probable 
that che cause was spontaneous combustion, and 
the piace where it originuted Was 80 situated 
that it was next to impossible to get a stream of 
water ou it. 

The officers and crew fought the flames to no 
purpose. 

THE FIRE GAINED 80 RAPIDLY 


that it became evident to ber commander that 
all dttempts to save the ship would prove fruit- 
less. So about 4 p. m. the ship was headed for 
the beach, in the hope that by scuttling her 
sufficient provisions might be saved to subsist 
the party until rescued. Although six to eight 
feet of water rushed into ber ftire-room, owing 
to the coal ana timbers being choked, 
THE WATER DID NOT FLOW FORWARD 

to the seat of the fire. 

The ship at this time lay about 250 yards from 
the shore, surrounded by soft slush, twenty 
inches thick, too soft to land upon it, and yet too 
beavy to force boats through under ordinary 
circumstances. Fortunately, the slip was pro- 
vided with a bidarki, by means of which the 
men were enabled to carry a line ashore. At 10 
p. m. the flames bad proceeded so far aft that it 
was determined to abandon the ship. Up to 
this moment the whole company was engaged in 
fighting the fire, making jettison of the com- 
bustible cargo, and the saving provisions. But 
Üttle success, however, was bad in securing the 
latter. The condition of the ice was such that it 
took until 2 a. m. ot the following day to land 
what could be saved. The boats were hauled 
on shore, and

upon the beach for two days before any attempt 
was made to communicate with the natives, who 
came down with a few sledges to assist the 
party to their village, a distance of about seven 
miles. Three barrels of flour and one of beans 
and sugar, one tin of coffee, and about 300 
pounds of pemmican, seventy-five of tobacco, 
eigbt Remingtou ritles, 5,000 cartridges, some 
trade articles, and all five of the boats, witha 
complete outfit, were loaded. 

The trip from the boats to the village was very 
laborious in the exhausted condiuon of the 
ship’s company, it being over hills, and with 
snow, four feet deep. The village consists of 
eleven buts, and the tribe are Tehankitehbis, 
which inhabit all thas rtion of Northeastern 
Siberia.- The officers and crew were distributed 
among the different habitations, where they 
settled down for a long winters siege, adapting 
themselves to 


THE CUSTOMS OF SAVAGE LIFE. 


It soon became evident that the supply of 
wolves’ meat in possession of the natives was 
insufficient for such a large party, and a redis- 
tribution of the men became necessary among 
the different villages along the coast, which was 
done within a ranye of about thirty-tive miles. 

Oo the 4th of February Master Putnam, com- 
manding the supply depot of Cape Serdge Kar- 
men, arrived at the village with four sieds load- 
ed with pemmican and other, provisious for the 
shipwrecked party, be baving heard of the loss 
of the ship through the natives. He started on 
his return trip to the depotin bad weather, and 
was overtaken by a terribie gale of wind with 
drifting snow when tayo days out, and was obliged 
to turn back, and in nis endeavor id reach a 
village on the southern side of St. Lawrence 
Bay, about twelve miles from the nérth head, 
he became separated from his wative escort, 
and not being able to see ten feet ahead 
of bim. was carried out to sea on an ice tive. 
Later in the day be was seen about seven miles 
otf shore, abreast of the village. A vigorous at- 
tempt was made to rescue bim by four of the 
Rodgers crew and two natives in a canve, but, 
owing to intervening ice, they were unable to 
reach him, and were compelled to put back after 
getting three miles from shore.

Master Waring, leaving the ship's party in 
charge of Ensign Storin, procured a sledge, 

uide, and dogs, and searched the entire coast to 

ndian Point, and thence to Plover Bay, but 
found not a truce of the unfortunate officer. On 
the way down the coast four dogs were identi- 
fied as belonging to Putnam's sledge. One of 
them bad a wound througu his neck as if made 
with a pistol bullet, a clrcumstauve which is un- 
accountable. 

The conduct of the natives is reported as hav- 
ing been excellent, and their bumble hospitality 
profuse. Their provisions of walrus and sea 
was at times very scarce, and they often went 
without food themselves to afford relief to the 
whites. Thé Rodgers party subsisted entirely 
upon native food, pemmican being principally 
reserved, it being found necessary to take it to 
the boats for preservation. 

Only one notable instance of misbebavior upon 
the part of the natives is recorded. During the 
absence of Mr. Waring on the Putnam search,

with a band of followers came from a neighbor- 
ing village and demanded the white men’s pro- 
visions. The situation wasa critical one, but, 
owing to the skill and decision with which En- 
sign Story bandied the case, all danger of a cul- 
lision was avoided, and the marauding party 
was sent off hungry. 

No indications of scurvy made their appear- 
ance until late in February, wuen several of the 
officers and men were the subject of light at- 
tacks. 

When at Plover and Marcus Bays, Waring left 
with the natives letters to be delivered to any 
whuling vessels which might visit these places. 
informing them of the condiaon of the ship- 
wrecked crew. Capt. Owens, of the steam- 
whaler North Star, of New Bedford, got one of 
these letters, and forced his ship through ice op- 
posit St. Lawrence Bay, reaching there on May 8. 
On the afternuvon of the l4th the Rodgers party 
safely boarded the North Star. Before leaving 
Mr. Waring 

ISSUED TO THE NATIVES ALL 

the unexpeneded trade goods, provisions, rifles, 
ammunition, and boots as recompense for their 
kind treatment, and the recompense was cmi- 
nently satisfactory to these barmiess creatures, 
so that should a party of wrecked mariners ever 
aguin be cast away io that vicinity they can rest 
assured of a good reception. 

The officials and men all unite in speaking of 
the generosity and trouble taken by Capt. Owens 
in effecting their rescue. Previous to their be- 
ing transferred to the Corwiu he offered to land 
them either at Fort St. Michaels, Alaska, or San 
Francisco.

were more choice pieces to be disposed of. 
Armour & Co., of Chi „Kill about 300 cattie 
u day. The St. Louis f Canning Company 
packes 200,000 animals last year, and 1 
fit 700 in a day. Libby, McNeil & Libby, of 
Chicago, also do an immense business, and these 
three firms are sending forward the bulk of the 
fresh meat that comes to New York. ‘The sup- 
ply is steady, and several firms in New York 
make u business of supplying retail. customers 
with fresh meat killed in Chicago or St. Louis. 
Not only are choice tenderloins sold in this wav. 
but even inferior cuts are sold at lower rates 
than meat killed in and neur New York. 

It ig admitted that tne Western meats are not 
of © very finest quality. sucb as is sold here at 
50 to 75 ceuts a pound. But it is claimed that 
the meat is much better thau that of cattie 
my ag and thirsty that are brought to this city 
alive. 

There bas been complaint among the Western 
dealers that the New York butcbers have formed 
a riug to keep out their meat. Mr. Le Fevre V. 
Styles, of the St. Louis Beef Canning Company, 
said one day last week: “I had 1,008 pounds of 
nice beef tenderloins yesterday, nice enougt for 
anybody, and | was giad enough to sell them at 
Id cents a pound. I bave no doubt but that this 
meat is sold at retail for 25 or 30 cents a pound. 
The combination against Western meat was 80 
creat last winter that they got the prices down 
to 10 cents a pound. But we put ours in cold 
storage, and kept it until we got 18 cents a 
pound, whicy is a nigh price for us.“ 

The growth of the trude has led to the build- 
ing of great refrigerators for both storage and 
transportation, and the cold storage business in 
large cities is rapidly becoming immense, Mr. 
Styles says his tirm is buildimg a refrigerator 
that will cost $100,000. Another tirm bave im- 
mense refrigerators where they keep the West- 
era meat ready for daily delivery. f 

Although the railroad frei¢ht for fresh meat 
carried in refrigerator cars is double that for 
live cattle, the actual freight of the consumable 
ment is less. The prospects are that the keen 
competition of business- men to secure protits 
from the present exorbitant prices will continue 
to supply the New York market with Increasing 
quantities of Western meat.

Trial of the Cahills for the Mur- 
der of Officer O’Brien. 


A Novel Suit under the New Mining 
Laws of Illinois.

The Orten Murder Case—Trial of the 
! Cahills, 

Mrs. Ellen Cahill and her two sons, James and 
Thomas, were yesterday morning brougbt to 
trial before Judge Rogers, and a jury for the 
murder of Police-Officer O’Brien of the West 
Twelfth Street Station on the night of Aus. I. 
1831, The case isa remarkable one, and, bad it 
not been for several other murders and at- 
fairs of blood which occurred on that 
memorable night, would have received 
much more prominence than has yet been given 
it. Laying aside an important point of law, 
which tbe defense will no doubt binge their evi- 
dence and arguments upon, the three Cahiils are 
guilty not only of the murder of Officer O Brien, 
but of a willtul attempt to murder Officers Hay 
and Heffernan, who were actually wounded, 
Capt. O Donnell, Omeers Lueders, Dooley, and 
others. They actually transformed their hum- 
bie and somewhat rickety dwelling on stilts into 
a fortress which dealt death to all members of 
the police force who came within gunshot of it, 

The principal prisoner is Thomas Cahill, a cool, 
shrewd, and calculating young man of bad 
antecedents. His mother is a somewhat comely 
and respectable-appearing Irish woman, but 
her demeanor in the court-room as well as in 
juil ever since the bloody affray indicates — — 
she is a heartiess and relentless temale, w 
fury when arousea knows no bounds. The pro- 
ceedings in court yesterday, sviemn and fateful 
as they were, could not drive from her 
face a sarcastic smile which occasionaily 
relaxed into genuine laughter. The other 
son James is an imbecile. He paid no attention 
to What was guing on about bim, but kept aux- 
wusly looking about all day for some ou in the 
court room to return the idiotic smile with 
which be greeted those present. 

Messrs. Lougnecker and Dwight appeared for 
the accused, and Assistant-State’s Attorney 
Thomson appeared for the prosecution. 

A special venire of fifty jurors reported for 
duty in the court yesterday morning, and at the 
earliest possible opportunity counsel for the de- 
fense entcred an objection because the jurors 
— not been regularly drawn fromthe jury- 

x. 

The Court replied that the jury-box was 
empty, and that a special venire bad become a 
matter of uecessity, and he therefore overruled 
the objection. An exception was no by 
counsel. 

‘The entire forenoon was taken up in selecting 
a jury, which as finally impaneled was made 
up as follows: 

John Pitz, grocer’s clerk, No. 68 West Madison 
street; William E. Walker, painter, No. 1706 
State street: Thomas Davis, No. 4235 Langley 
avenue; F. H. Kent, Hyde Park; Charities 
Bieimel, molder, Arlington Heights; Emil 
Bremer, No. 87 rrabee street; ‘Thomas Gal- 
praith, Louis Berger, James Watson, No. 1245 
State street; Henry Gluck, No. 226 Clybourn 
avenue; J. B. Math, and Fletcher 8. Bunn. 

Mr. Thomson made a brief but argumentative 
opening address. The defense reserved their 
opening, but the Court gave warning that be 
would not permit them, when they were ready, 
to make any argument or comment upon the 
evidence for the prosecution. They must con- 
une themselves wholly to the simple Statement 
of what they proposed to prove in the defense. 

At the afternoon session the first witness 
called was Dr. Bluthardt, County Physician, who 
testified to having made a post-mortem 
examination of the remains of the de- 
ceased officer. Death resulted from a bullet 
passing almost entirely through the body, and 
causing 80 great hemorrhage of the lungs as to 
clog the action of the heart. All the other or- 
yaus were healthy. 

Christopher Dickson, a rather stupid young 
mau. living at No. 46 Rebecca street, testified 
that while on his way home late ou the evening 
of Monday, Aug. 1, he metin an alley back of 
Ktebecca streeta boy named Thomas Keating, 
who was on his way home with some beer, and 
James Cahill, -who was evidentiy going 
after beer. The latter bad struck the 
former, and witness toid him be ought to 
be ashamed to strike so little a fellow. There- 
upon Thomas Cabill, who was only a few feet 
away tired a shot from arevolver. The bullet 
passed through the leg of witness’ pantaloons. 
Jom then grabbed him by the collar and de- 
manded to knowif he wantedafight. He was 
enraged and swearing at thetime. Shortly after 
this witness met Officer Ray, at whose approacn 
Cahill ran home. Witness accompanied the 
officer to the house, and waen Kay made inquiry 
atthe door his mother deciared that Tom bad 
not been out of the bouse, and Tom, who was at 
the door, smashed witness in the mouth with bis 
fist. Witness then went home, and Ray did like- 
wise. Of the shooting which occurred later he 
kuew nothing. 

This witness was subjected to a rambling and 
disconnected cross-examination by Mr. Dwight, 
who was evidently fishing for points upon which 
to base the defense. 

Among a nuwber of insinuating questions put 
to the wituess was the inquiry if it was pot « 
fact chat directly after Tom Cahill fired the shot 
he met in the alley Robert and Van Mooney, Ru- 
doiph, Pickert Mike Collins, William Reedy. 
Dan Mahoney, and Owen McUartby, to whom he 
stated that he was going home to punch holes in 
his pantaloons for tue purpose of making believe 
that Tom Cabiil had narrowly missed shooting 
him. ‘The witness gave emphatic denials to this 
and all other insinuating inquiries, and aahered 
to bis original story. 

Capt. Simon O'Donnell testified that on the 
night in question a telephone message reached 
his station to go quick to No. B Rebecea street. 
He started upon the patrol wagon, but fading 
nothing at No. 15 met a woman who told 
him the disturbance was at No. 50 
He went there, and just as he reacbed the house 
on the front of the lot he beard a shot tired. 
Oltticer O Brien passed bim on the Stairway of 
the house in the rear, exclaiming, “I! believe 
Im shot, and bad, too.“ He then went up the 
stairway upon which Officer Lay and other offi- 
cers were congregated, and called out to Mr. 
and Mrs. Cahill: “I'm Capt. O'Donnell. We're 
all buman bere, and if you open the door 1 
pledge you my word not one of you will be 
hurt.” he answer hurled back from the in- 
mates of the house was: “Go to hell, you —— 
— —. A moment later the door 
was opened a few inches and another shot 
tired. Officer Heffernan, wbo was next che door, 
stagvered back with an exctamaGon that be too 
und been sbot. He was passed down the stairs. 
and the lantern which he carried going out, the 
Captain weat back to the patrol wagon for the 
purpose of getting avower lantern, and for the 
purpose of seems bow badly UO’ Brien and Heffer- 
nun were shot. He left the other officers at the 
door. ‘The wagon bad moved off, however, and 
upoa returning to the house be found that Om 
cer Ray had just been shot in the head. He then 
ran for a doctor, not knowing how serious the 
wound might be, and when he returned the Ca- 
bil tamily had been arrested. 

Ou the cross witness said be did not know that 
the police or any one else tired into the bouse, 
but be did know that Tom Cahill was shot and 
slightly wounded in the shoulder. Mrs. Cabill's 
beud was not battered, bleeding, nor bruised. 

James McWonald, of No. 6 Rebecca street, 
testified that Oflicer Ray and bimseif were seated 
on the steps of his house, when, bearing a shot, 
Kay said, * Let's go and see what the shooting is 
about.” Io the alley they met Dickon, 
who said Tom  Cabill had fired at 
him, and showed a bole in his 
puntaloons. They saw the form of a man in the 
ulley,and Ray called out Cabill’s name and 
asked bim whut he shot Dickson for. There was 
no answer, and as the person addressed moved 
off, be shouted “ Stand!“ When Ray walked to- 
ward bim the fellow rau into Cabill's house, and 
witness was satistied that he was none other 
than Thomas Cahill. diay and himself went to 
Cubill’s bouse after him, Dickson accompanying 
them. Searching the barn, the latter went up 
into the loft, Ray went in, and witness stood at 
the door. At the house Ray went up-stairs, ana 
wecting Tom at the door felt his pockets from 
tue outside as it tosce whether be had a revolver. 
Ray then left, without making any arrest, and 
both he and witness weut to their respective 
houses. McDonald knew nothing of the shoot- 
ing which afterwards occurred. 

Capt. O'Donnell was recalled to prove a con- 
versation which he had with Tom Cahill in re- 
ward to the revolver, which was produced in 
court. When Lieut. Blettner and Sergt. Kebm 
brought in the revolver, be asked Tom Cahill 
about it,. and was promptly answered that the 
revolver wus bis; that it wus with it the shvovt- 
ing was done, and that whatever shooting was 
done be did with that revolver. 

Officer Bryan Heffernan traveled the post on 
which the Cahill bouse is located. Officer But- 
ler, with whom be traveled, was notitied by a 
little girl that something was wrong on Kebecea 
street, and de rau to the nearest box and tele- 
phoned to the station for the police patrol. The 
patrol reached the house before he did. He 
inet Officer8 Shanley and Kelly at the door of 

the Cubill resicdnce. who said that 0 Brien had 
just been shot. Capt. O Donnell was tapping on 
the door with hiscane.

He denied shooting into the 
house until after Ray was shot, and acknowl- 
edged hearing Mrs. Cahill say, “My God! 
they’ve shot me,” but these words were 
said after Ray had been shot, and after witness 
had returned the tire. He made the arrest of 
Mrs. Cabill, but did not strike her ou the bead; 
neither did he see blood on her face or head. 
Nor to his knowledge was she struck by any one 
else. 

The case will be resumed at 10 o'clock this 
morning. The witnesses for the prosecution are 
so numerous that the case is not likely to be 
conciuded before Saturday night. 

From the meagre suggestion a3 to the line of 
detouse which crops out in the questions put on 
cross-examinations, counsel for the defense 
hope to prove that the police had no reason or 
warrant for arresting Tom Cahill or any one 
else, and that their attack upon the bouse was 
unwarraanted and illegal. To bolster up this ar- 
gument they intend to do all in their power to 
demolish the testimony of Chris Dickson, who 
claims that Tom Cahill frst began bostilities by 
shooting at bim. 


A Novel suit Under the Mining Laws. 

Judge Smith is engaged in hearing the case of 
Jane Sheldon, widow of George Sheidon, against 
William Beard, Charles Hickox, William Sanders 
and Charles Nidgeley to recover $20,000. The 
defendants are the owners of a mine near Braid- 
wood, and Sheldon was in their employ. On the 
20th of January, 1881, while he was at work at 
the bott.m of the shaft clearing out the 
“sump” the cage fell and killed bim. Itis 
charged that the accident occurred through the 
negligence of the detendants, and the suit is 
bruught under Sec. 20 of the mining statute, 
making the owners of mines liable for failure to 
keep ir property in good repair. The suit is 
one of the tirstof the kind brought under this 
statute in this State.
